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Matthew  D.  Mackowski  ’92  and  Sherri 
Bjomestad  ’92,  the  students  on  the  cover,  are 
engaged  in  what  will  undoubtedly  become  a 
tradition  at  Commencement  — shaking  hands 
with  J.G.  Francis  and  thanking  him  for  initiat- 
ing efforts  to  found  Elizabethtown  College. 

In  1898,  Francis  went  from  church  to  church 
on  a bicycle  seeking  support  of  leaders  in  the 
Church  of  the  Brethren  to  establish  a college  in 
eastern  Pennsylvania.  As  he  traveled,  he  took 
pictures  of  Brethren  meetinghouses. 

In  April,  the  Alpha  Courtyard  was  dedicated. 
The  courtyard  contains  plaques  about  J.G. 
Francis,  Mary  Zug  Francis,  and  the  Brethren 
beliefs  that  informed  the  founders  of 
Elizabethtown  College.  The  courtyard  also 
includes,  carved  in  granite  stones,  the  names 
and  dates  of  service  of  the  presidents  and 
chairmen  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  who  have 
led  the  College  for  more  than  nine  decades.

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oing  To  Elizabethtown 
In  The  1990s 


I want  to  share  with  you  some  of  my  concerns  and  ideas 
about  higher  education  in  general  and  about  Elizabeth- 
town College  in  particular.  But  most  of  all,  I want  to 
give  you  a better  understanding  of  what  I think  going  to 
college  in  the  1990s  is  all  about. 

As  Americans,  we  face  major  challenges.  We  are  caught  in 
a pattern  of  rapid  change,  change  which  tests  our  ability  to 
shape  our  own  destiny  and  future.  We  face  an  economic  crisis, 
a leadership  crisis,  and,  yes,  a crisis  in  our  educational  system. 
We  are  uneasy  about  the  academic  quality  of  our  educational 
programs;  we  are  concerned  about  access  to  our  colleges  and 
universities,  and  we  worry  about  the 
escalating  cost  of  education. 

The  crisis  in  American  education  reflects 
a crisis  of  American  society.  Alexander 
Meicheljohn,  the  great  American  educator, 
once  observed,  “This  closeness  of  connection 
between  the  character  of  a society  and  the 
character  of  its  eduction  cannot  be  too  strongly  stressed;  schools 
and  colleges  are  not  something  apart  from  the  social  order  to 
which  they  belong.  They  are  that  order  trying  to  prepare  its 
youth  for  participation  in  its  own  activities,  ...  a society  can  only 
teach  the  hopes,  the  knowledge,  the  values,  the  beliefs  which  it 
has.” 

The  crisis  we  face  in  our  educational  system  is  our  own 
crisis,  yours  and  mine.  Dean  Christian  Gauss  of  Princeton 
University  observed  in  1930  a truth  that  still  holds,  “If  the 
undergraduate  suffers  from  anything,  he  is  suffering  only 
from  those  things  from  which  our  country  itself  is  suffering.” 

When  we  criticize  the  failure  of  our  educational 
institutions,  we  are  criticizing  our  own  failures.  We  are 


caught  up  in  unrelenting  change  — we  know  that  in  order  to 
survive  and  compete,  we  must  preserve  and  honor  the 
traditions  which  gave  birth  to  our  society  and  which  sustain 
our  democratic  values.  But  this  is  not  the  same  as  to  repeat 
our  traditions  mindlessly  and  rigidly. 

It  is  essential  that  our  educational  institutions,  our 
colleges  and  universitites,  provide  students  with  the 
opportunity  to  confront  established  values,  to  examine  them, 
and  to  internalize  them.  An  educational  system  that  fails  in 
this  task  fails  in  its  mission,  no  matter  how  good  a technical 
preparation  it  offers. 

The  Danish  philosopher,  Soren 
Kierkegaard,  said,  “Life  must  be  lived 
forward,  but  can  only  be  understood 
backward.”  The  trustees  of  the  Carnegie 
Foundation,  in  one  of  their  many  reports 
on  the  state  of  education,  noted,  ‘The 
nation’s  greatest  strength  is  not  weapons, 
but  people.  The  nation’s  greatest  hope  is  not  current 
technology,  but  the  potential  of  coming  generations.” 

Today  more  than  ever,  going  to  college  demands  not 
only  academic  effort  but  the  development  of  a sense  of  moral 
and  spiritual  consciousness. 

Like  our  changing,  confusing  and  sometimes  threatening 
world,  college  is  indeed  a tough  place  to  be.  Those  of  us  who 
are  parents  suffer  with  our  children  in  their  struggle,  as  they 
prepare  for  this  new,  fast-paced  and  changing  world. 
Therefore,  for  us  the  quality  of  student  life  determines  how 
good  we  are  as  a college;  students  are  and  must  be  at  the 
center  of  any  institution  of  higher  learning.  This  is  a 
fundamental  commitment  for  us  at  Elizabethtown  College.

Learning  about  oneself  and  others  is  a vital  lesson  gained  by  going  to  college. 


Let  me  put  things  into  some 
perspective.  Elizabethtown,  as  a small 
liberal  arts  college,  shares  many 
characteristics  with  other  similar 
institutions.  We  teach  history  and 
English  and  biology  and  a host  of  other 
courses  as  do  other  colleges;  we 
operate  dormitories  and  provide  food 
services;  and  we  compete  athletically 
with  other  colleges.  These  common 
characteristics  are  important.  But  more 
important  is  what  sets  us  apart,  what 
makes  us  distinctive  and  special. 

I believe  that  what  makes  us 
special  will  ultimately  determine  our 
destiny  as  a college.  Our  vitality  and 
integrity  as  an  institution  depends  upon 
our  capacity  to  build  on  what  makes  us 
special. 

And  what  is  it  that  makes  us 
special? 

First  and  foremost,  we  are 
concerned  with  a learning  process  that 
aids  the  formation  of  character.  By 
contrast  to  so  many  other  institutions, 
fine  as  they  may  be,  we  at 
Elizabethtown  are  determined  to 
provide  an  educational  environment 
that  fosters  growth  toward  personal 
maturity,  integrity,  and  an  active 
concern  for  others.  Our  goal  is  to 


provide  an  education  for  young  men 
and  women  that  leads  to  mature 
judgment  and  moral  sensibility.  We 
reject  that  which  prolongs  adolescence 
and  favor  that  which  promotes 
adulthood. 

Going  to  college  at  Elizabethtown 
means  to  learn  how  to  rely  less  and  less 
on  the  crutches  of  the  rule  book  and  to 
give  heed  more  and  more  to  the  still 
voice  of  our  consciences.  We  can  never 
be  satisfied  with  the  question,  “What 
does  the  law  say?”  in  our  daily  decision 
making.  We  must  ask,  “Is  it  right?” 
What  matters  to  us  is  not  only  the  law 
written  in  codebooks  but  the  law 
written  in  our  hearts. 

On  the  Elizabethtown  College  seal 
are  inscribed  the  words,  Deus, 

Lux  et  Veritas , “God,  Light  and  Truth.” 
What  that  has  meant  for  us  is  to 
acknowledge  God,  to  seek  the  light  of 
truth,  to  aspire  to  a life  of  freedom,  and 
to  overcome  the  bondage  of  selfishness 
through  service. 

This  is  a lofty  goal.  To  achieve  it, 
we  must  come  to  terms  with  ourselves, 
to  understand  the  moral  and  religious 
traditions  of  our  families,  and  to 
recognize  how  those  moral  and 


religious  values  have  shaped  us  and 
given  us  sustenance.  Put  simply,  we 
must  achieve  peace  with  ourselves;  we 
must  learn  to  understand  and  to  like 
ourselves  — not  always  an  easy  task  — 
for  only  then  will  we  be  able  to 
understand  and  to  respect  others. 

Second,  and  equally  important,  an 
Elizabethtown  College  education  has 
also  to  do  with  the  pursuit  of  truth  — 
with  what  we  call  learning.  Our  college 
seal  claims  commitment  to  truth  — 
“veritas.”  However,  “veritas”  has  a 
companion  word  to  truth  — that  is  the 
word  “hilaritas,”  joy,  which  I believe  is 
likewise  an  essential  ingredient  of 
college  life. 

The  pursuit  of  truth  and  the 
capacity  for  joy,  these  two,  belong 
together  in  the  life  of  an  Elizabethtown 
College  student.  Yes,  joy,  happiness,  or 
fun  if  you  will,  are  part  of  collegial  life. 
But  contrary  to  popular  belief,  the 
capacity  for  joy,  the  capacity  to  enjoy 
oneself  does  not  come  easily  or 
automatically.  It  has  to  be  acquired.  It 
must  be  learned. 

We  all  know  how  easy  it  is  to 
confuse  life-enhancing  joy  with  what  is 
superficial,  phony  and  life  destructive. 
That  lesson,  too,  is  part  of  going  to 
college.  It  is  a lesson  that  has  to  be 
learned  against  the  seductive  counsel 
that  happiness,  self-esteem  and  worth 
come  in  a six-pack. 

It  has  to  be  learned  that  joy  does 
not  require  the  abandonment  of  our 
minds,  but  rather  it  demands  a 
conscious  capacity  to  use  our  minds. 
Truth  and  joy  should  not  be  separated, 
for  anything  that  dulls  us,  that 
diminishes  our  personhood,  can  only 
contribute  to  the  loss  of  self-respect, 
and  with  it  the  disrespect  of  others. 

The  philosopher  Alfred  North 
Whitehead  argued  that  “the  essence  of 
education  is  religious”  — that  is,  it  has 
to  do  with  our  capacity  to  come  to 
terms  with  ourselves  as  individuals, 
caught  in  our  existential  loneliness,  yet 
charged  with  the  responsibility  to 
function  as  sensitive  members  of  the 
community,  confronted  with  the  need 
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to  make  choices  between  competing 
goods.  Going  to  college  requires  that 
we  learn  how  to  cope  with  our 
aloneness  and  with  our  responsibility  to 
make  difficult  choices,  personally  and 
socially. 

As  one  who  has  spent  almost  three 
decades  in  higher  education  as  a 
teacher  and  an  administrator,  that  is 
what  I see  at  the  center  of  the 
educational  process.  As  President  of 
Elizabethtown  College,  that  is  what  I 
hope  for  us  as  an  institution  of  higher 
learning. 

What  I am  saying  is  that  not  all 

learning  at  a residential  college 
is  confined  to  the  classroom.  Certainly, 
education  takes  place  in  the  seminar 
room  and  laboratory,  but  it  also  takes 
place  in  the  dormitory,  on  the  athletic 
field,  and  in  a host  of  other  ways. 
Integrity  — wholeness  as  persons  — 
demands  that  I cannot  be  a truth-loving 
person  in  the  classroom  and  a liar  in 
the  dormitory.  To  allow  such  a cleav- 
age is  to  promote  a form  of  self-decep- 
tion which  ultimately  destroys  our 
integrity. 

Going  to  college,  especially  at  a 
residential  college,  means  not  only 
preparing  oneself  for  the  world  of  work, 
but  it  also  means  coming  to  terms  with 
our  individual  lives,  learning  to  live  as 
individuals  in  a community,  learning  to 
be  citizens  of  what  the  Greeks  called 
the  “polis.” 

The  living-learning  experience  at  a 
residential  college  provides  the 
opportunity  to  integrate  one’s  public  life 
with  one’s  private  life.  To  be  sure, 
there  is  a difference  between  one’s 
private  and  public  lives,  but  there  must 
be  unity  in  difference.  What  we  are 
within  ourselves  determines  what  we 
are  in  the  public  domain.  To  be  sure, 
not  everything  that  makes  up  our  inner 
life  must  be  made  public;  however,  our 
public  and  private  faces  must  agree. 

Going  to  college  is  to  embark  on 
the  pursuit  of  maturity  along  with  a 
commitment  to  personal  integrity.  But 
to  be  in  that  pursuit  does  not  guarantee 


unbroken  successes.  Students,  as  with 
all  of  us,  will  fail  and  make  mistakes, 
and  so  there  must  be  patience  and 
forgiveness. 

The  vision  that  sustains  me,  that 
gives  me  hope  and  for  which  I pray  is 
that  of  a college  community  where  we 
can  find  support,  understanding,  and 
respect,  as  each  of  us  struggles  to 
become  wiser  and  kinder. 

Finally,  that  which  makes  us 
special  is  the  fact  that  the  learning 
experience  at  Elizabethtown  College 
takes  place  within  the  context  of  a 
distinct  moral,  religious,  and  historical 
tradition.  This  is  the  foundation  on 
which  everything  we  do  rests. 

Through  the  Church  of  the 
Brethren,  we  are  connected  to  the 
Anabaptist/ Pietist  roots  of  the 
Protestant  Reformation.  It  is  that 
tradition  which  gives  us  an  abiding 
concern  for  justice  in  a world  that 
abounds  with  injustice. 

Going  to  college  at  Elizabethtown 
means  to  confront  a tradition 
committed  to  fairness,  equity,  sharing 
and  service.  It  means  never  to  forget 
that  we  are  called  to  feed  the  hungry, 
heal  the  sick,  and  comfort  the  afflicted. 
In  a world  filled  with  prejudice  and 


hate,  it  means  to  mature  in  a 
community  and  tradition  which 
respects  all  people  as  creatures  of  God. 

I believe  what  makes  us  most 
distinct  is  this  tradition.  It  is  the 
tradition  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren 
which  reminds  us  of  what  should  be, 
but  often  is  not.  Ideals  are  not 
unrealistic  goals;  they  are  the 
instruments  of  change. 

As  we  prepare  our  young  people  to 
go  forward  into  the  world  of  work,  we 
seek  also  to  prepare  them  to  be  agents 
of  change  for  social  justice  and  peace. 
We  lift  up  the  Brethren  witness  that  we 
should  seek  non-violent  resolutions  to 
the  conflicts  of  society,  and  that  we 
should  forever  be  champions  of  the 
rights  of  the  individual. 

Have  we  arrived?  No,  much  of 
what  I have  shared  is  a vision  which 
calls  us  forward.  But  with  God’s  help 
and  your  support,  we  can  more 
perfectly  meet  the  challenge  of  this 
vision  and  more  fully  achieve  the 
College  motto  — that  we  are  here  to 
“Educate  For  Service.”  ■

The  excitement  of  discovery  unfolds  in  a biology  lab.

The  founders  of  Elizabethtown  College  envisioned  an 
institution  committed  to  the  “educational  and  moral 
development”  of  young  people,  and  to  “such  studies 
as  will  best  fit  (the  student)  for  the  special  field  of  work  he 
may  have  in  view.” 

Thus,  the  first  College  catalog  in  1899  described  a 
Teachers’  Course  of  studies,  a Literary  Course,  indicated 
Classical  and  Scientific  Courses  of  study  were  being  put  in 
place,  and  promised  a Commercial  Course  in  the  near  future. 

Elizabethtown  College  has  continued  this  founders’  vision, 
as  expressed  by  President  Gerhard  E. 

Spiegler  in  1987,  of  the  union  of  the  worlds  of 
spirit  and  work  in  the  curriculum  and  life  of 
the  College. 

Today,  this  is  reflected  in  the 
requirement  that  all  students  build  their 
advanced  studies,  both  in  academic 
disciplines  and  in  professional  studies,  upon  a strong  core 
program  of  liberal  learning. 

This  core  program  begins  with  the  freshman  seminars 
and  culminates  this  year  in  the  new  Junior-Senior 
Colloquium.  Students  in  a colloquium  will  be  required  to 
integrate  the  liberal  learning  skills  acquired  throughout  their 
academic  experiences  with  the  knowledge  gained  through 
major  programs  and  professional  studies. 

Historically,  as  Elizabethtown  College  strove  for  more 
than  a half  century  to  apply  its  unique  blend  of  studies,  it  did 
so  as  a liberal  arts  college.  Then,  in  the  late  1970s  and  early 
1980s,  American  higher  education  was  subjected  to  a frenzy 
of  classifications  and  re-classifications  made  necessary  by  the 


creation  of  various  federal  programs.  The  most  influential 
force  in  this  was  the  Carnegie  Foundation,  whose 
Classification  of  Institutions  of  Higher  Education  set  the  now- 
standardized  terminology  for  colleges  and  universities. 

Elizabethtown  College  found  itself  classified  as  a comp- 
rehensive college , the  Carnegie  definition  for  an  institution 
offering  more  than  half  of  its  baccalaureate  degrees  in  two  or 
more  occupational  or  professional  disciplines. 

This  re-classification  was  initially  distressing,  for 
Elizabethtown  College  has  always  held  to  a belief  that  the 
very  essence  of  true  liberal  education  is 
the  blending  of  strong  liberal  learning 
and,  as  the  founders  expressed,  “such 
studies  as  will  best  fit  (the  student)  for 
the  special  field  of  work  he  may  have  in 
mind.” 

As  we  have  reflected  upon  this,  we 
must  conclude  that  our  founders  were  correct  in  their 
intuition  about  the  nature  of  a college  education  — that  the 
union  of  the  worlds  of  spirit  and  work  must  continue  to  be 
our  guiding  principle  into  the  21st  Century. 

Elizabethtown  College  is  not  a comprehensive  college  in 
the  sense  that  it  devotes  its  attention  only  to  preparation  for 
professions;  nor  is  it  a liberal  arts  college  in  the  sense  that  it 
discourages  education  directed  to  the  immediate  work  world. 

Thus,  our  classification  for  ourselves  is  more  properly 
that  of  a comprehensive  liberal  arts  college.  This  continues  the 
promise  and  vision  of  our  founders,  and,  we  believe,  assures 
that  Elizabethtown  College  remains  on  the  leading  edge  of 
the  present  directions  in  higher  education  today.  ■

A New  Bridge  To  Learning

Elizabethtown  College  is  on  the  cutting  edge  of  develop- 
ing an  innovative  and  quality  core  program. 

In  the  recently  released  “Harvard  Assessment  Seminars 
Second  Report,”  researchers  concluded  that  students  should 
enroll  in  small  classes  each  semester,  meet  frequently  with 
advisors,  and  complete  several  writing  assignments  in  each 
class.  Elizabethtown  College’s  new  core  program,  created  in 
early  1989,  implemented  these  principles  before  the  Harvard 
report  was  released. 

The  new  core  curriculum  requires  all  students  to 
complete  a freshman  seminar,  which  is  limited  to  15 
students.  Unlike  freshman  seminars  at  many  other  schools, 
Elizabethtown’s  seminars  are  academic  in  content,  taught  by 
full-time  faculty  only.  Moreover,  students  participate  in 
learning  groups  that  function  both  in  and  out  of  the 
classroom. 

The  freshman  seminar  is  a transition  course  that 
introduces  students  to  the  academic  expectations  of  college 
life  and  helps  them  develop  learning  skills,  such  as  how  to

use  a library  effectively,  that  will  help  them  succeed  in 
college  and  in  life. 

The  seminar  instructor  is  the  students’  advisor  through 
the  freshman  year,  before  students  are  allowed  to  declare  a 
major.  Regular  advising  meetings  are  required  between 
students  and  advisor,  both  individually  and  in  groups. 

The  seminar  instructor  and  students  are  required  to  hold 
a social  event,  for  which  there  is  a budget.  Examples  of 
social  events  include  pumpkin  carving  at  Halloween, 
mountain  climbing,  and  pizza  parties. 


The  social  event,  normally  held  either  at  the  faculty 
member’s  home  or  in  the  students’  residence  halls, 
attempts  to  build  non-academic  ties  between  teacher  and 
students  through  interaction  outside  the  classroom.  The  aim 
is  to  help  students  feel  comfortable  when  talking  informally 
to  faculty  members  about  personal  matters,  especially  those 
that  affect  their  classroom  performance. 

The  Harvard  report  recommends  that  professors  require 
several  writing  assignments  in  each  course.  For  each  of 
these  assignments,  a student  should  photocopy  a paper  and 
submit  it  to  peers  and  the  instructor  for  review  and 
comments. 

A similar  writing  requirement  is  part  of  every  course  in 
the  new  Elizabethtown  College  core.  Students  in  each 
course,  from  freshman  seminars  to  the 
junior-senior  colloquium,  are  required  to 
complete  writing  assignments,  both  in  and 
out  of  class,  that  require  peer-instructor 
review.  Students  are  expected  to  prepare 
multiple  drafts  before  a final  product  is 
submitted. 

Some  courses,  such  as  the  freshman 
seminar  and  those  in  the  Power  of 
Language  series,  use  writing  as  a primary 
means  of  communication.  Through  outside 
research  papers  and  in-class  essays,  nearly 
every  topic  discussed  in  class  is  first  written 
down  and  reviewed.  Such  process  writing 
helps  students  to  clearly  formulate  their 
opinions  on  issues.  It  also  provides  faculty 
with  an  opportunity  for  assessing  how  well 
students  understand  the  issues  they  are 
discussing. 

The  new  core  places  Elizabethtown 
College  among  the  top  tier  of  schools  in  the 
country  for  developing  a quality  curriculum.

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The  Freshman  Seminars 

The  new  freshman  seminars  have  several  purposes.  The  first 
is  to  develop  a student’s  intellectual  skills,  such  as  critical 
analysis  and  synthesis,  and  communication  skills,  such  as 
speaking  and  writing.  A second  is  to  broaden  definitions  of 
learning  by  exposing  students  to  multiple  ways  of  acquiring 
information  and  knowledge.  A third  is  to  integrate  knowl- 
edge by  using  the  instructor’s  major  field  of  study  as  a 
foundation  and  promoting  connections  across  disciplines. 

The  emphasis  on  intellectual  and  communication  skill 
development,  the  nature  of  learning,  and  interrelationships 
among  academic  disciplines  is  intended  to  introduce  the 
student  to  the  intellectual  life  of  the  College.  It  also  lays  the 
foundation  for  self-directed,  independent  thinking. 

Importantly,  the  freshman  seminar  assists  the  student  to 
make  the  transition  from  high  school  to  college. 

The  following  narratives  describe  how  the  learning 
outcomes  expected  from  the  freshman  seminars  are  achieved. 


Freshman  Seminars  engage  students  in  the 
practice  of  critical  analysis  and  synthesis.

In  Economy  or  Ecology?  Technology  and  the 

Environment,  students  analyze  the  influence  of  social 
relations,  politics,  and  economics  on  the  way  societies 
exploit  the  environment.  In  doing  so,  they  examine  compet- 
ing sides  of  an  issue. 

For  example,  students  read  position  papers  about 
conservation  of  wetlands  versus  oil  exploration  rights,  and 
investigate  competing  views  on  the  issue.  Then,  they  critique 
each  side  and  through  a synthesis  of  competing  views, 
attempt  to  strike  a balance  between  maximizing  economic 
advantages  and  minimizing  environmental  disadvantages. 

In  doing  their  synthesis,  students  use  computer 
simulation  programs  to  design  complex  societies  that  are 
both  friendly  to  the  environment  and  provide  the  capability 
for  sustained  economic  growth.  For  their  final  exam,  they 
use  the  simulation  program  “SimEarth”  to  plan  a self- 
sustained,  viable  human  colony  on  Mars. 

The  simulation  allows  them  to  develop  a computer 
graphic  of  their  colony,  including  energy  sources  and  local 
ecosystems  as  food  sources.  The  students  turn  in  their 
completed  simulation  on  a disk,  along  with  a written 
description  of  their  colony  and  their  vision  of  its  future. 

In  the  seminar  last  fall,  students  found,  for  instance, 


The  Core  Curriculum 

This  was  the  second  year  the  new  Core  was  fully  integrated 
into  the  College’s  curriculum. 

The  new  core  requires  that  each  student  completes  an 
approved  course  in  each  of  nine  “Areas  of  Understanding.” 
The  requirement  assures  that  the  student  leaves 
Elizabethtown  having  acquired  a broad  base  of  knowledge 
and  experience  in  many  disciplines  beyond  the  major. 

At  Elizabethtown,  the  Core  is  more  than  a required 
distribution  plan  common  to  general  academic  schemes  at 
many  institutions.  Courses  approved  within  the  Core  must 
meet  prescribed  standards  for  content,  the  use  of  critical 
analysis  and  thinking,  and  writing  assignments. 

The  “core”  of  the  Core  consists  of  gaining  knowledge 
and  skills  to  succeed  better  in  college  and  in  life,  beginning 
with  the  freshman  seminars  and  continuing  through  the 
junior/senior  colloquium. 

The  Areas  of  Understanding  include  courses  in  Creative 
Expression  (diversity  of  human  perception  and  its 
expression);  Cultural  Heritage  (significant  historical 
knowledge  to  help  students  understand  the  society  in  which 
they  live);  the  Natural  World  (science  and  scientific 
reasoning);  the  Social  World  (human  behavior,  from  self  to 
the  interaction  of  nations);  Foreign  Cultures  and 
International  Studies  (cultural  points  of  view  different  from 
that  of  the  United  States);  and  Values  and  Choice  (values  of 
morality  as  they  relate  to  matters  of  choice  and  responsible 
citizenship) . 

Also,  the  Power  of  Language  (composition) ; 
Mathematical  Analysis  (math,  logic,  and  reasoning);  and 
Physical  Well  Being. 

The  following  requirements  for  a course  in  the  Cultural 
Heritage  core  illustrate  the  depth  of  the  core  offerings. 

Such  a course  must: 

• deal  with  an  important  aspect  of  our  common  cultural 
heritage,  such  as  a major  period  of  history  or  a major  literary 
movement; 

• provide  experience  in  the  use  of  primary  texts, 
secondary  sources,  and  the  evaluation  of  evidence; 

• develop  an  awareness  that  knowledge  is  subject  to  a 
variety  of  interpretations; 

• increase  the  understanding  of  historical  perspective 
and  common  cultural  heritage  and  explore  their  relationship 
to  the  contemporaiy  world; 

• acquire  a critical  awareness  of  the  limitation  of 
Western  thought  and  ideas. 

For  students  taking  Cultural  Heritage  core  courses,  the 
expectation  is  that  they  will  gain  an  historical  consciousness 
to  intelligently  respond  to  major  issues  of  the  modern  world. 
They  will  do  this  through  critical  analysis  of  literature, 
science,  art  forms,  values,  social  institutions,  and 
governments  associated  with  Western  thought. 
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through  critical  analysis  of  economic  and  environmental 
problems  that  a society  based  on  sound  ecological  principles 
and  sustainable  economic  growth  uses  as  little  energy  as 
possible,  reducing  the  need  for  non-renewable  fossil  fuels 
and  eliminating  the  environmental  problems  they  cause. 

In  such  a society,  nearly  all  transportation  could  be 
public,  including  trolleys  that  run  on  electricity  generated  by 
hydroelectric  power.  Individuals  could  travel  either  by 
bicycles  or  in  rented  cars  for  longer  trips.  Solar  power  could 
generate  the  power  necessary  to  heat  water  for  a variety  of 
purposes,  including  cooking  and  warmth  inside  energy 
efficient  homes. 

Students  also  discovered  that  the  development  of  an 
energy  efficient  society  could  create  a tremendous  amount  of 
jobs  and  allow  a restructuring  of  the  American  economy. 
They  concluded  that  to  design,  build,  and  maintain  new 
forms  of  energy,  energy  efficient  houses  and  vehicles,  and  to 
clean  up  and  manage  the  environment  may  take  decades  or 
more  to  accomplish  in  the  United  States.  For  the  rest  of  the 
world,  which  is  far  behind  the  U.S.  in  energy  matters,  the 
process  may  take  more  than  a century. 

It  will  be  hard  work,  as  the  students  in  the  seminar 
learned.  Yet,  by  critically  analyzing  our  economy  and 
ecology,  and  synthesizing  the  best  components  into  designs 
for  the  future,  they  discovered  both  a learning  process  and 
ideas  for  sustaining  economies  and  maintaining  the 
environment.

In  the  seminar  Lao-Tzu,  Confucius,  Buddha,  or 
Mao?,  students  examine  the  ideas  and  the  historical 
and  social  setting  of  these  philosophers  through  their 
writings  and  those  of  their  disciples.  Their  writings  provide 
the  basis  for  questions  about  China  as  it  enters  the  21st 
century,  including  what  will  be  its  central  ideology  — 
Confucianism  or  Communism,  and  which  of  these  great 
philosophers  will  dominate  in  the  future. 

Writing  is  required  in  each  freshman  seminar  and  in  all 
core  courses  at  Elizabethtown,  regardless  of  course  content. 
Good  writing  is  one  mark  of  an  intelligent,  well-educated 
person  and  a valuable  skill  in  virtually  any  future  career. 
Writing  is  also  an  important  aid  to  learning.  Like  other  skills, 
however,  writing  requires  regular  practice.  Therefore,  it  is 
required  in  all  courses  and  in  all  disciplines. 

In  this  seminar,  students  examine  writings  of  the 
philosophers  that  were  the  basis  for  the  educational  system 
and  government  in  China  for  2,500  years.  For  nearly  three 
millennia  until  the  birth  of  Communism,  for  instance,  the

Chinese  civil  service  exam  required 
that  a person  study  the  writings  of 
Confucius,  analyze  them,  and  write 
about  them  intelligently. 

This  test  demonstrated  that  a 
person  was  literate.  Today,  one  of  the 
major  criticisms  vented  against  college 
graduates  by  employers  is  that  they 
cannot  develop  an  argument  that  is 
both  organized  and  follows  a logical 
structure. 

In  this  course,  students  studied  the 
writings  of  China’s  past  and  speculated 
about  China’s  future.  They  witnessed 
the  Tiananmen  Square  tragedy  but 
were  too  young  to  experience  the 
Cultural  Revolution.  They  concluded 
that  eventually  Maoist  philosophy  will 
be  overturned. 

In  their  major  research  paper,  the  students  stated  that 
we  are  witnessing  the  recovery  of  traditional  practices, 
festivals,  and  historical  events  that  were  lost  during  the 
Communist  period.  They  concluded  that  China  in  the  21st 
century  will  combine  old  views  and  new  ideas  to  develop  a 
progressively  more  democratic  nation.  They  think  that  Mao 
will  no  longer  be  idolized,  and  the  people  will  return  to  the 
older  religious  insights  of  their  grandparents. 

Although  the  Chinese  people  are  living  in  a period  of 
uncertainty,  the  students  said,  the  values  of  the  past  will  not 
be  forgotten,  though  seen  in  a different  light.  Eventually, 
they  believe,  China  will  not  remain  isolated,  and  that  its 
people  have  a strong  desire  for  change,  an  openness  to  the 
future,  to  competition,  and  advancement. 

Whether  their  conclusions  prove  true  or  not,  the 
students  in  this  freshman  seminar  learned  that  the  past  has 
been  recorded  by  good  writers,  as  the  students’  projections 
for  the  future  have  been. 

Freshman  seminars  develop  communication 
skills — reading,  listening,  speaking.

In  Creation  and  Recreation  — The  Genesis 

Primeval  Saga,  students  read  Jewish  and  Christian 
views  of  creation,  sexuality,  death.  They  develop  tools 
and  methods  for  understanding  religious  texts  and  for 
gaining  answers  to  such  questions  as:  Why  are  humans 
mortal?  How  did  the  Western  world  come  to  view  women  as 
subordinate  to  men?  and  What  is  the  origin  of  evil? 


Students  develop  important  skills,  such  as  reading, 
listening,  and  especially  speaking  in  the  freshman 
seminars.  Each  class  session  is  a learning  event,  where  both 
instructor  and  students  are  involved  in  interactive  problem 
solving  and  discussion. 

Unlike  students  in  upper  level  or  lecture  courses  who 
read  textbooks  that  generally  present  scholarly  theories 
about  the  topics,  seminar  students  must  read  the  evidence, 
listen  to  the  interpretations  of  peers,  and  formulate  and 
present  their  own  ideas. 

The  seminar  instructor  does  not  dominate  the  discussion 
but  stimulates  discussion  by  carefully  crafting  the  setting  in 
which  interaction  occurs. 

First,  the  instructor  assigns  readings,  accompanied  by 
questions  and  problems,  that  will  be  discussed  in  class.  For 
example,  students  read  the  flood  story  in  Genesis  6-9,  see 
repetitions  or  differing  accounts  within  the  story,  and  develop 
a theory  to  explain  them.  In  a second  type  of  problem, 
students  read  another  ancient  Near  Eastern  creation  text,  the 
Enuma  Elish,  compare  it  to  Genesis  1-2,  and  analyze  then- 
underlying  world  views. 

The  second  part  of  crafting  a discussion  is  to  encourage 
students  to  take  ownership  of  the  learning  process. 
Occasionally,  students  lead  the  discussion.  At  other  times, 
they  informally  contribute  to  the  class  through  an 
interchange  of  ideas. 

Part  of  classroom  management,  with  15  eager  and 
informed  students,  is  to  have  the  group  set  ground  rules  for 
discussion,  such  as  allowing  a person  to  finish  speaking 
before  someone  else  speaks. 

The  small  group  setting  helps  students  to  develop  oral

communication  skills.  Students  learn  to  listen  carefully  to 
others,  to  respect  opinions  that  differ  from  their  own,  and  to 
offer  support  in  defense  of  their  own  views. 

Above  all,  the  open  and  informal  discussions  help  first 
semester  students  to  feel  more  comfortable  and  confident 
when  speaking  and  asking  questions  in  this  and  other 
classes.  In  the  process,  they  learn  to  disagree  without 
attacking  another  person  because  their  views  differ. 

Students  learn  in  freshman  seminars  that  in  college,  as  in 
life,  much  communication  is  done  verbally.  As  students 
become  careful,  courteous,  and  tolerant  listeners,  the  hope  is 
that  they  will  become  excellent  speakers,  as  well. 


campus,  and  at  social  events.  A 
significant  result  of  such  close 
interaction  is  having  instructor  and 
students  learn  together  about  new 
topics. 

This  co-learning  process  opens  new 
dimensions  in  teaching,  yet  satisfies  old 
desires  of  closely  relating  to  students  — 
a desire  not  readily  achieved  in  the 
traditional  class  format.  Instead  of  being 
just  a subject  matter  expert,  the  seminar 
leader  is  a co-learner  who  guides 
students  through  their  exploration,  while 
he  or  she  learns  from  the  experience  as 
well. 

To  do  this,  the  instructor  shares  with 
students  in  a personal  and  intimate  way 
the  methodologies  of  his  scholarly  field. 
In  comparative  religious  studies,  for 
intance,  a key  method  is  the  analysis  of 
mythology,  which  seeks  answers  to  the 
universe  and  the  individual’s  place  in  it. 
One  of  the  best  ways  to  learn  to 
analyze  myth  is  to  prepare  a personal  journal.  Keeping  such 
a reflective  journal  is  more  than  an  academic  exercise;  it  is 
also  an  encounter  at  the  level  where  life  counts  the  most  — 
feeling  and  meaning  — which  is  the  function  of  mythology 
for  its  creators. 

In  keeping  a journal,  students  learn  to  be  creative  and  to 
increase  self  awareness.  The  creativity  goes  well  beyond 
formal  paper  writing.  Through  participation  in  the 
dramatization  of  different  myths,  creativity  comes  forth  from 
the  feelings  and  thoughts  of  the  individual. 
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Students  respond  favorably  to  this  more  interactive  style 
of  learning.  They  come  to  understand  that  much  of  what  one 
learns  in  college  is  from  the  inner  reflection  that  must 
accompany  mastering  the  subject  matter  of  a course. 
Interactive  learning  between  students  and  teacher  causes 
other  positive  things  to  happen. 

Seminar  faculty,  most  of  whom  participate  year  after 
year,  find  that  teaching  the  freshman  seminars  leads  to  both 
professional  and  personal  fulfillment.  While  students  are 
learning  the  methods  of  a body  of  knowledge  or  discipline, 
faculty  are  involved  in  the  examination  of  new  topics  with  co- 
learners who  experience  first  hand  the  excitement  of  their 
teacher’s  life’s  journey. 

Freshman  seminars  use  the  library  as  a 
major  repository  of  knowledge.

In  Native  Americans  Yesterday  and  Today,  students 
study  an  Indian  tribe  of  their  choice,  tracing  its  histori- 
cal development  from  the  period  before  contact  with 
European  settlers  to  the  present.  As  they  conduct  their 
research,  they  learn  about  each  tribe’s  traditional  culture,  art, 
religion,  economic  and  political  structure,  and  its  relationship 
with  other  tribes  and  the  majority  society. 

A critical  skill  learned  in  freshman  seminars  is  how  to 
properly  use  the  library.  However,  much  as  we  might  wish  it 
otherwise,  the  vast  majority  of  students  do  not  know  how  to 
use  a library  when  they  come  to  college.  They  have  not  been 
trained  in  the  ways  and  methods  of  research,  and  their 
experiences  with  high  school  and 
public  libraries  are  inadequate  to 
prepare  them  for  the  nature  of 
academic  libraries. 

To  be  sure,  academic  libraries  are 
difficult  institutions.  To  teach  freshmen 
the  organization  of  information  within 
the  library,  to  train  them  in  the 
intricacies  of  library  research  — how  to 
use  the  reference  tools,  the  indexes,  the 
myriad  of  electronic  devices,  and  the 
national  and  international  networks  of 
information  — cannot  be  managed  with 
a brochure  or  a tour. 

Students  in  the  freshman  seminars 
receive  a serious,  sustained,  and 
effective  introduction  to  the  ways  of  our 
library.  This  introduction  includes 
having  a librarian  assigned  to  each  sem- 
inar as  a team  member.  The  librarian 


visits  class  and  participates  in  the  investigation  of  topics, 
formal  classes  in  the  High  Library  bibliographic  lab,  and 
completion  of  a library  workbook  that  develops  the 
bibliographic  materials  for  the  major  research  project. 

When  they  have  completed  the  library  workbook, 

assembled  an  appropriate  bibliography,  and  acquired 
the  necessary  written  materials,  students  begin  the  research 
and  writing  of  the  seminar  paper.  In  this  seminar,  this  is 
divided  into  three  types  of  inquiry. 

The  first  focuses  on  the  origins  of  a Native  American 
Indian  tribe  and  its  prehistory.  The  second  examines  what 
happened  to  the  tribe  in  the  period  after  contact  with 
European  settlers  up  to  the  early  1900s.  The  third  seeks  to 
understand  the  culture  of  the  tribe  as  it  exists  today  following 
the  impact  of  legislation  and  government  treaties. 

For  each  type  of  inquiry,  the  seminar  librarian  works 
with  the  students  to  develop  appropriate  library  research 
materials.  For  the  prehistoric  period,  students  must  read 
archaeological  reports,  most  often  found  in  anthropological 
journals.  The  historic  era  can  be  studied  using  secondary 
texts,  most  often  complete  books  written  from  primary 
sources.  The  modern  period  is  researched  through 
government  documents  and  political  commentaries. 

This  complex  research  project  convinces  students  that 
the  library  is  a major  repository  of  knowledge.  Whether 
through  the  College’s  holdings,  or  the  almost  infinite 
knowledge  base  accessible  through  interlibrary  loan, 
students  in  the  freshman  seminar  learn  the  value  of  knowing 
what  libraries  contain  and  how  to  use  them. 

There  is  a saying  at  Elizabethtown  of  upperclass 
students  that  reflects  this  fact  — if  you  want  to  know  how  to 
use  the  library,  ask  a freshman!  ■

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The  Junior-Senior  Colloquium 

An  innovative  part  of  the  College’s  new  core  curriculum 
is  the  interdisciplinary  Junior-Senior  Colloquium. 

It  is  a capstone  course  for  each  student.  Through  it, 
students  immerse  themselves  in  a significant,  in-depth 
exploration  of  broad  human  concerns  within  contemporary 
issues  of  national  or  international  importance. 

The  aim  is  both  to  reinforce  liberal  learning  and  to 
integrate,  or  “connect,”  the  student’s  total  learning 
experiences  so  that,  in  the  words  of  Ernest  Boyer  in  College: 
The  Undergraduate  Experience  in  America,  “the  subject 
matter  of  one  discipline  is  made  to  touch  the  other.” 

By  bringing  students  and  faculty  together  from  different 
disciplines  and  points  of  view,  they  tackle  a single  problem 
or  topic  from  many  perspectives  and  come  away  with  an 
objective  understanding  of  it. 

In  the  freshman  seminars,  students  set  high  academic 
expectations  and  develop  the  learning  skills  they  need  in 
college,  such  as  using  the  library  and  writing  well.  In  the 
colloquium,  students  apply  their  breadth  of  knowledge, 
discipline,  and  capacity  to  think  critically  to  a single  problem 
or  issue. 

Several  pilot  colloquia  will  be  tested  in  the  spring  of 
1993.  The  junior-senior  colloquium  will  be  fully  implemented 
into  the  curriculum  during  the  1993-94  college  year.  The 
Class  of  1994  will  be  the  first  class  at  Elizabethtown  to 
experience  each  dimension  of  the  new  core  curriculum  - the 
freshman  seminar,  the  nine  areas  of  understanding,  and  the 
colloquium. 

The  overall  theme  of  the  colloquium  through  1995  will 
be  “Individual  and  Community.” 

Within  that  theme,  students  and  faculty  will  study  a 
specific  issue  that  cuts  across  their  interdisciplinary 
perspectives. 

Using  as  an  example  the  issue  of  ‘Truth  in  Society,” 
faculty  from  Business,  Communications,  Philosophy 
and  Political  Science  might  interact  with  students  from 
marketing,  public  administration,  and  mass  communications 
to  analyze  the  construction  of  public  images  of  political 
candidates,  the  ethics  of  marketing  products,  and  the  need 
for  trust  in  government  and  the  private  sector. 

Having  students  and  faculty  examine  the  issues  from  a 
broad  intellectual,  social  and  ethical  perspective  is  the  key  to 
what  we  want  students  to  appreciate,  namely,  that 
knowledge  is  connected  across  disciplines. 

To  prepare  faculty,  training  sessions  will  be  held  this 
summer  and  next.  Especially  important  will  be  the  need  for 
faculty  members  to  learn  to  approach  teaching  and  learning 
from  an  interdisciplinary  approach  rather  than  a single- 
discipline approach.

Each  colloquium  will  have  15-20  students  all  from 
outside  the  instructor’s  discipline.  A history  professor,  for 
instance,  will  have  no  history  majors  in  his  or  her  section. 

Sections  may  be  grouped  in  “clusters”  that  have  a 
common  theme,  such  as  the  ‘Truth  in  Society”  theme. 
Clusters  will  periodically  come  together  in  a large  group 
session  with  national  or  international  speakers,  as  part  of  the 
College  Assembly  series  of  “Wednesday  at  10”  programs  on 
current  affairs  and  issues. 

A major  requirement  for  each  student  will  be  to  write  a 
research  paper,  similar  to  a senior  thesis.  The  student  will 
present  the  paper  in  a public  forum. 

Working  together  in  designing  the  colloquium  have 
been  Anthony  M.  Matteo,  associate  professor  of  philosophy 
and  chair  of  the  Academic  Council;  E.  Fletcher  McClellan, 
associate  professor  of  political  science  and  chair  of  the  Core 
Curriculum  Committee;  John  A.  Teske,  associate  professor  of 
psychology  and  chair  of  the  JSC  subcommittee  of  the  Core 
Curriculum  Committee;  and  Robert  P.  Wheelersburg, 
assistant  professor  of  anthropology  and  assistant  dean  of  the 
faculty. 

All  members  of  these  committees  also  contributed  to  the 
plan  during  the  three-year  period  it  evolved.  ■ 
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The  Code  of  Integrity

Anew  approach  to  trust  and  responsibility  among 

members  of  the  Elizabethtown  College  community 
began  last  fall. 

It  is  a pilot  proposal  for  a Code  of  Integrity  that  clarifies 
and  supports  the  highest  standards  of  integrity  inside  and 
outside  the  classroom.  The  proposal  has  the  support  of  the 
faculty  and  the  Student  Senate. 

The  code  is  centered  in  the  belief  that  most  students  are 
trustworthy  and  that  they  value  an  atmosphere  in  which  trust 
and  independence  are  recognized  as  critical  to  learning. 

Similar  to  honor  codes  at  colleges  such  as  Haverford, 
Princeton,  and  Gettysburg,  the  Code  of  Integrity  is  tailored  to 
the  needs  of  Elizabethtown  students  and  faculty. 

The  plan  is  to  introduce  the  concept  in  all  Freshman 
Seminars  and  in  some  upper  level  courses  over  a four-year 
trial  period.  During  that  time,  students  and  faculty  will 
evaluate  the  code  and  suggest  improvements. 

In  1995,  a new  proposal  will  be  drafted,  and  all  students 
and  faculty  will  vote  on  whether  or  not  to  accept  it  as  part  of 
the  entire  academic  program. 

The  code  is  based  on  the  simple  idea  that  if  professors 
and  students  make  a concrete,  demonstrable  commitment  to 
encourage  and  respect  high  standards  of  trust  and  integrity, 
positive  patterns  of  integrity  can  be  strengthened.  As  now 
written,  the  plan  allows  faculty  and  students  freedom  to  adapt 
the  code  to  the  character  of  each  class. 


Students  are  required  to  sign  a pledge  committing 
themselves  to  the  ideals  of  integrity.  The  pledge  promotes 
an  on-going  awareness  of  the  goal  of  mutual  respect  and 
honesty. 

In  addition,  students  and  professors  are  expected  to 
develop  procedures  that  keep  the  concept  alive  in  the 
classroom.  The  professor  in  each  class  is  encouraged  to  have 
students  discuss  which  procedures  work  best  for  them. 

Last  fall,  the  procedures  followed  in  different  classes 
varied.  Students  chose  in  some  classes  only  to  write  and  sign 
a pledge  that  affects  major  work  such  as  papers  and  exams. 

In  other  classes,  following  the  practice  at  other  colleges, 
students  signed  abbreviated  forms  of  the  pledge.  Still  others 
let  their  signature  alone  stand  as  a pledge  and  reminder  of 
the  code’s  ideals. 

Some  professors  give  unproctored  exams,  emphasizing 
that,  just  as  they  will  have  to  after  they  graduate,  students 
must  set  their  own  high  behavorial  standards  in  the 
classroom. 

A committee  of  three  students  and  three  faculty 
members  is  implementing  the  code. 

In  a survey,  the  committee  found  that  a majority  of 
students  in  this  year’s  freshman  seminars  approve  of  the 
code.  Committee  members  believe  that  full-scale  adoption  of 
the  code  will  enhance  students’  opportunities  to  strengthen 
their  independence  and  integrity  as  well  as  the  reputation  of 
the  College.  ■

lizabethtown  College  is  a residential  college  by 
design.  A residential  college  experience  contributes 
greatly  to  the  education  of  our  students,  because  it 
helps  students  learn  important  lessons  about  themselves  and 
about  community  life. 

As  every  Elizabethtown  graduate  knows,  only  part  of  one’s 
education  occurs  in  the  classroom.  Many  lessons  are  learned 
on  sports  teams,  in  campus  jobs,  in  internships,  through 
conversations  that  occur  late  at  night  in  residence  halls,  and 
through  the  daily  interactions  of  a residential  community.  Most 
of  our  students  are  involved  outside  the  classroom  in  various 
kinds  of  activities  - jobs,  sports,  clubs,  and 
volunteer  service.  All  of  these  are 
opportunities  to  learn  what  it  takes  to  create 
a community. 

Essential  to  human  life  is  learning  the 
lesson  that  communities  depend  upon  a 
shared  purpose  and  the  cooperative  effort  of 
individuals.  This  is  a lesson  certainly  learned  through  the  study 
of  history,  sociology,  and  political  science,  but  it  is  also  a lesson 
learned  through  the  experiential  process  of  building  a 
community  in  a college  residence  hall.  Each  year  people  with 
different  backgrounds,  values,  and  goals  must  create  anew  a 
civilized  society.  The  support  provided  by  the  College  through 
the  Office  of  Residence  Life,  resident  assistants,  counseling 
staff,  etc.,  is  all  ancillary  to  the  responsibility  that  students  must 
themselves  exert  to  create  the  kind  of  community  that  makes 
life  rich  and  meaningful. 

Similarly,  students  who  work  in  the  cafeteria,  the  Office 
of  Public  Safety,  or  Plant  Operations  learn  that  communities 
depend  on  the  work  of  many.  For  example:  only  if  someone 


buys  the  food,  prepares  it,  and  provides  all  the  other 
necessary  tasks  can  the  cafeteria  function,  and  the  campus  is 
safe  only  as  staff  and  students  develop  and  follow  safe 
practices.  These  lessons,  which  are  essential  to  human  life, 
are  best  taught  in  a real  life  situation  — in  a residential 
context. 

Sports  also  teach  this  lesson.  When  we  talk  about  the 
importance  of  teamwork  in  athletics,  we  really  mean  that 
sports  require  a common  purpose  and  a common  effort.  And 
when  athletes  talk  about  receiving  support  from  the 
spectators,  they  mean  that  it  is  important  for  them  to  know 
that  their  efforts  bring  pleasure  and 
appreciation  to  those  who  watch. 

The  fact  that  Elizabethtown  College  is 
a church-related  college  brings  yet 
another  dimension  to  the  residential 
learning  experience.  Growing  out  of  the 
tradition  of  the  Church  of  the  Brethren, 
we  are  concerned  about  the  spirit  of  our  community  life.  We 
believe  that  all  life  is  a gift  from  God,  and  that  the  highest 
aim  of  life  is  service  to  one’s  fellows. 

When  we  speak  of  educating  for  service,  we  mean  that 
all  the  lessons  of  college  life  should  help  us  realize  our 
interdependence;  we  mean  that  people  who  are  educated 
should  lead  lives  aimed  at  the  increase  of  the  common  good. 
It  is  this  vision  which  we  seek  to  embody  and  teach,  both  in 
the  classroom  and  in  the  great  variety  of  opportunities 
afforded  us  as  a residential  college.  ■

How  do  they  see 
the  world  they  are  now  entering? 

Six  honor  students  reflect  on  their  college  experience 
and  share  their  hopes,  concerns,  expectations,  and  fears. 


Foreign  Study,  Environment,  Service 

Marisa  A,  Burgener,  Frederick,  Md.,  summa  cum  laude, 
graduated  with  a degree  in  biology,  with  minors  in  biochem- 
istry and  German.  She  won  departmental  honors  in  biology 
this  year  and  was  one  of  seven  Distinguished  Seniors.  She  is 
now  in  training  as  a cytogeneticist  at  The  Johns  Hopkins 
University  Medical  School,  responsible  for  analyzing  the 
amniotic  fluid  of  pregnant  women,  following  amniocentesis, 
in  an  effort  to  detect  genetic  abnormalities  in  fetuses. 

She  unhesitatingly  talks  of  her  junior  year  in  the 
Brethren  Colleges  Abroad  program  at  the  University  of 
Marburg  in  Germany  as  the  best  aspect  of  her  years  at 
Elizabethtown.  She  says  her  experience  “was,  in  a word, 
fantastic.”  Marisa  advises  freshmen  to  “plan  a semester 
abroad,  at  least,  if  not  a whole  year  — even  one  semester  in 
England  if  you  don’t  know  another  language.  It  is  such  an 
eye  opening  and  mind  broadening  experience.”

(14:1).  Getting  to  really  know  the  professors  in  the  biology 
department  has  been  a real  treat.” 

Marisa  was  active  in  intramural  volleyball,  Alpha  Lambda 
Delta  (freshman  honor  society),  peer  counseling,  and  as  a 
member  of  the  Royer  Dorm  Council,  as  secretary  and 
program  chair  of  the  International  Languages  and  Cultures 
Club,  and  in  the  biology  and  chemistry  clubs. 

She  is  extremely  concerned  about  the  environment;  in 
fact,  she  may  go  to  graduate  school  to  study  environmental 
issues. 

“I  think  we  are  making  a real  mess  for  coming 
generations.  Eventually  an  improved  environment  is  going  to 
have  to  happen  in  this  country.”  She  is  deeply  interested  in 
recycling  and  the  public  relations  effort  that  will  be  necessary 
to  implement  a successful  recycling  program  in  the  United 
States. 

Marisa  believes  in  “educating  for  service.”  She  plans  to 
volunteer  in  a youth  center,  hospital,  or  nursing  home  in  the 
Baltimore  vicinity  while  working  at  Johns  Hopkins. 

Teaching,  Competing,  Leading 

Heather  L.  Frank,  Downingtown,  Pa.,  cum  laude , graduated 
with  a degree  in  mathematics  while  earning  certification  as  a 
secondary  education  teacher.  She  is  “cautiously  optimistic” 
about  finding  a position  teaching  junior  or  senior  high  school 
math  and  coaching  swimming.  “I  think  I have  a good  work 
ethic  and  I’ll  work  at  anything  until  I get  a teaching  job.” 
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“I  had  good  teachers  in  elementary  school,”  she  recalls. 

“I  had  a fourth  grade  teacher  that  I really  enjoyed.  When  I 
took  chemistry  in  11th  grade,  I thought  I wanted  to  go  into 
math  because  I liked  the  equations  in  chemistry,  even 
though  I didn’t  really  like  the  science.  I loved  high  school 
and  I always  wanted  to  go  back.  This  is  one  way  I can.” 

Heather  received  a $4,000  scholarship  annually  to  attend 
Elizabethtown  from  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  for  those 
pursuing  careers  as  math  and  science  teachers. 

Heather  is  a competitive  swimmer;  she  was  the  captain 
of  the  swim  team  for  three  of  her  four  years  at  Elizabethtown. 
Her  specialties:  200  freestyle,  200 1.M.  and  200  backstroke. 
She  kept  busy  out  of  the  water,  as  well.  She  was  the 
president  of  Delphi  Society  (an  honor  society  for  juniors  and 
seniors),  a member  of  the  math  and  freshman  honor 
societies,  and  the  Math  Club.  She  was  a resident  assistant  in 
Royer  for  three  years. 

Heather  treasures  the  student  and  faculty  friends  she 
made  at  the  College  and  her  love  of  the  Elizabethtown  area. 
“It  is  really  beautiful.  I’d  love  to  stay  here.  My  sister  is 
coming  here  next  year,  if  that’s  any  testament  to  the  school.” 
She  also  liked  the  College’s  atmosphere  — “There  wasn’t  a 
lot  of  peer  pressure  here  to  do  anything  that  I didn’t  want  to 
do  — like  drink...  I liked  that.” 


At  the  Learning  Center,  students  receive  support  in  develop- 
ing the  reading,  writing,  and  studying  skills  necessary  to 
succeed  academically. 


Providing  a professionally  staffed  health  center  on  campus  is 
a basic  component  of  the  services  offered  at  a residential 
college. 


What  will  she  advise  her  sister?  “I’ll  tell  her  to  keep 
focused  on  her  goals  and  strive  for  all  that  she  can  be.  Don’t 
let  anyone  tell  you  that  you  can’t  do  anything.”  As  her  sister 
knows,  Heather  has  followed  her  own  advice. 

Involvement,  Performance,  Success 

Scott  D.  Helsel,  Jamison,  Pa.,  magna  cum  laude,  graduated 
with  a degree  in  English,  with  an  emphasis  on  literature.  He 
was  a Distinguished  Senior  and  earned  departmental  honors 
in  English.  He  will  begin  law  school  at  The  College  of 
William  and  Mary  in  Williamsburg,  Va.,  this  fall. 

Scott’s  desire  to  become  a lawyer  stems  in  part  from  his 
willingness  to  debate.  “I’ve  always  liked  to  argue,  which 
makes  me  want  to  find  something  adversarial.”  he  noted. 
“Going  to  law  school  just  seemed  like  the  thing  to  do  when  I 
came  to  college.  And  the  more  I researched  it  and  was 
exposed  to  the  law,  the  more  I discovered  that  it  actually  was 
what  I wanted  to  do.” 

An  avid  ‘L.  A.  Law’  fan,  he  has  an  eye  on  becoming  a 
litigator,  in  part,  he  admits,  due  to  financial  realities  and,  in 
part,  because  of  his  enjoyment  of  public  speaking. 

Scott  was  driven  to  study  English  by  an  interest  in  the 
“theoretical”  aspects  of  literature,  "...  the  relation  of  the 
reader  to  the  text.” 

He  feels  that  high  academic  achievement  “came  kind  of 
naturally,”  but  adds,  “I  certainly  didn’t  slack  off,  at  least  until 
my  last  semester.” 

A campus  leader,  Scott  was  president  of  the  Student 
Senate  for  the  past  two  years  and  vice  president  the  previous 
year.  “Student  Senate  by  far  took  up  most  of  my  time  and  was 
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the  greatest  learning  experience.  Probably  beat  anything  I 
had  in  the  classroom,”  he  exclaims. 

He  says  he  learned  much  from  the  give-and-take  process 
in  the  Senate.  “I’ve  never  failed  in  class,  and  I had  a lot  of 
successes,  but  I’ve  had  some  setbacks  with  the  Senate,”  he 
recalls. 

His  involvement  in  student  government  aided  him  in 
“learning  to  accept  failure  and  to  deal  with  it  constructively.  I 
learned  to  give  up  certain  things  I wanted  for  higher  causes. 
I’m  sure  it  was  a good  experience  for  me  as  a future  lawyer.” 

Of  his  years  at  Elizabethtown,  Scott  stated  emphatically 
“the  best  aspects,  by  far,  have  been  the  friends  I’ve  made 
here.  The  hardest  part  of  graduation  will  be  saying  good-bye 
to  my  friends.” 

Scott’s  advice  to  freshmen:  “Jump  right  in.”  While 
recognizing  that  good  grades  are  important,  he  says  “the 
person  who  sits  in  his  room  all  the  time  and  studies  is  going 
to  miss  out  on  95%  of  what  college  is.  So  you  get  involved  and 
make  friends,  and  you  never  fear  to  fail.  You’re  going  to  fail 
occasionally,  to  some  degree.  The  strong  person  will  get 
back  up  and  keep  moving.” 

Community,  Respect,  Friendship 

Ellen  L.  Kleinstuber,  Lancaster,  Pa.,  magna  cum  laude, 
graduated  with  a degree  in  mathematics,  with  a focus  on 
actuarial  science  and  statistics.  She  was  a Distinguished 
Senior.  She  is  seeking  a position  with  actuarial  and  benefits 
consulting  firms. 

She  contemplated  a college  major  in  math,  computer 
science  or  music  when  entering  her  senior  year  in  high

school.  Her  attendance  at  a math/science  career  day  at 
Lebanon  Valley  College  convinced  her  to  pursue  actuarial 
science,  “...  a field  that  was  about  to  open  up.”  She  is 
confident  about  her  long-term  economic  prospects. 

“I’m  glad  that  I did  put  in  a lot  of  work  while  I was  here, 
both  academically  and  extracurricularly.  It  really  paid  off.” 

Her  interests  are  diverse.  She  played  the  flute  in  the 
Concert  Band  for  four  years,  was  a member  on  the 
Campus  Life  Council  in  her  senior  year,  and  served  as  a 
student  assistant  in  the  math  and  business  departments.  As 
an  assistant,  Ellen  taught  other  students  to  use  statistical 
software  programs.  She  also  served  as  an  officer  in  three 
honor  societies  — Alpha  Lambda  Delta,  Delphi  Society,  and 
Pi  Mu  Epsilon  (math). 

Ellen  has  high  praise  for  many  members  of  the  campus 
community.  “The  people  that  I’ve  met  here  have  been 
wonderful.  The  faculty  in  the  math  department  are  always 
willing  to  listen  to  you.  They  can  tell  if  something  isn’t  right 
with  you  and  they’ll  say,  ‘come  on  ...  sit  down  and  tell  me 
what’s  the  matter’.” 

She  adds,  “the  friends  that  I’ve  met  here  are  special.  I 
was  sick  and  out  of  school  for  two  weeks  this  semester.  My 
roommate  called  me  and  checked  my  mail  every  day.  My 
friend  mailed  work  home  for  me.” 

Although  she  says  she  is  “not  a politically  active  person,” 
Ellen  has  strong  views  on  the  issues  of  equal  pay  for  equal 
work  and  abortion  rights.  She  states  emphatically,  “I  am 
most  definitely  pro-choice  on  the  abortion  issue.  I don’t  feel 
that  the  government  or  someone  else  has  the  right  to  tell  me 
or  another  woman  what  rights  they  have  in  relation  to  our 
bodies.” 

Recalling  her  decision  to  attend  Elizabethtown,  she  says 
“I  ended  up  narrowing  it  down  to  Elizabethtown,  LVC  and 
Albright.  I came  to  one  of  the  open  houses  we  have.  I met 
some  of  the  professors,  I went  to  the  scholarship 
competition.  This  was  the  first  place  I had  visited  of  the 
three.  I left  campus  that  day  and  said  I don’t  even  want  to  go 
to  the  other  places.  They  couldn’t  impress  me  more  than 
Elizabethtown  did.” 

Inquisitive,  Instructive,  Reflective 

Angela  M.  Maxton,  Ickesburg,  Pa.,  cum  laude,  graduated 
with  a double  major  in  communications  and  English.  Her 
communications  focus  was  broadcast  journalism;  her  focus  in 
English  was  secondary  education.  She  won  departmental 
honors  in  communications. 

After  working  this  summer  in  public  relations  for  a firm 
in  Harrisburg,  Angie  will  student  teach  English  to  ninth  and 
tenth  graders  at  Hempfield  High  School  next  fall  to  complete 
the  requirements  for  a secondary  education  certification. 
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She  opted  to  pursue  two  careers  logically  - “I  love  both.” 

When  I came  here,  I had  to  decide  if  I wanted  to  do  one 
or  the  other.  Then  I realized  that  I could  do  both.  The 
curriculum  here  is  really  flexible.” 

Her  dual  interests  are  driven  by  a strong  desire  to 
educate.  “I  can  use  broadcast  journalism  to  educate  the 
public  and  teach  secondary  school  in  English  to  our  youth,” 
she  says. 

Her  eagerness  to  become  an  investigative  reporter  is 
tempered  only  by  concerns  about  the  current  job  market. 
‘The  market  is  very,  very  difficult  and  competitive,  so  I’m 
keeping  my  options  open.” 

Angie  was  a member  of  the  Concert  Choir,  the  historian 
for  Alpha  Lambda  Delta  (freshman  honor  society),  and  a 
participant  in  Habitat  for  Humanity,  helping  to  build  houses 
for  the  economically  disadvantaged.  She  played  intramural 
tennis.  On  the  College  student-run  TV  station,  she  was  a 
reporter,  videographer,  talk-show  moderator,  program 
director,  and  anchorperson. 

Angie  is  reflective  of  the  Persian  Gulf  war.  “Is  it  [war] 
necessary?”  she  asks.  “We,  the  students,  delved  more  into 
analyzing  the  reasons  behind  war.  I think  students  are  more 
and  more  questioning  the  government.  I think  students  are 
more  conscious  of  the  world  around  them." 

Scientific,  Analytical,  Service  Minded 

Philip  H.  Stauffer,  Elizabethtown,  Pa.,  cum  laude,  gradu- 
ated with  a degree  in  physics  and  earned  departmental 
honors.  After  spending  the  summer  in  Los  Alamos,  N.M., 
where  he  spent  his  senior  year  studying  on  a grant  from  the 
Department  of  Energy,  he  will  begin  a graduate  program  in 
earth  science-geophysics  at  the  University  of  California  at 
Santa  Cruz  this  fall. 

At  Los  Alamos,  Philip  worked  with  a geo-engineering 
group  in  developing  a work  plan  to  restore  a site  that  had 
been  environmentally  damaged  by  an  explosives  testing 
group. 

He  explains,  “What  they  [the  explosives  testing  group] 
do  is  they  build  bombs.  Some  of  the  parts  are  made  out  of 
depleted  uranium  and  lead  and  other  nasty  things  that  you 
don’t  necessarily  want  blown  up  and  spread  all  over  the 
environment.  So  we  are  coming  up  with  a work  plan  to 
remediate  the  site.” 

To  complete  the  nine  credits  he  needed  to  graduate,  he 
took  several  courses  at  the  University  of  New  Mexico  and  a 
correspondence  course  in  quantum  mechanics. 

The  focus  of  his  doctoral  program  at  Santa  Cruz  will  be 
geohydraulics  — specifically,  computer  models  of  fluid  flow. 
Other  than  the  purely  scientific  interest  in  gaining  a better 
understanding  of  the  planet,  Philip  states  that  “the 
techniques  can  be  applied  to  study  flow  through  the 
environment.  I can  work  on  a team  that  looks,  perhaps,  at  a

contaminant  spill  from  an  underground  tank  and  model 
where  that  is  going  to  end  up.” 

Following  in  his  family’s  footsteps,  Philip  says,  "I’d  like  to 
go  into  the  Peace  Corps  after  I get  my  advanced  degree.  My 
parents  and  my  sister  were  in  the  Peace  Corps.” 

Philip  transferred  from  Penn  State  to  Elizabethtown  after 
his  freshman  year  because  “Penn  State  was  too  big.  What  I 
really  liked  about  Elizabethtown  was  the  small  class  sizes. 
Getting  to  know  the  professors,  especially  in  my  major.” 

He  makes  jewelry  composed  of  cut  rocks.  He  sees  this 
craftwork  as  “another  aspect  of  my  love  for  minerals  — 
gemstones.”  His  interest  in  stone  cutting  was  nurtured  by 
geology  professor,  Glenn  Thompson,  who  gave  him  access  to 
the  geology  lab. 

‘The  geology  department  has  a fairly  good  lab,  and  I was 
allowed  use  of  the  geological  saws  and  thin-sectioning 
equipment  to  shape  stones,”  he  says.  “Without  that  I never 
would  have  gotten  started  into  jewelry  making.” 

Philip  sold  his  jewelry  at  the  College’s  Spring  Ails 
Festival,  “especially  to  other  students  who  had  seen  me 
working  on  it.”  ® 
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Students  Offered 
New  Housing 
Option

Three  groups  of  Elizabethtown 
students  will  have  a new  oppor- 
tunity to  live  more  independ- 
ently this  fall.  They  will  be  part  of  a new 
self-governing  housing  program  called 
Student  Directed  Learning  Communi- 
ties. 

The  program  encourages  students 
with  common  interests  or  concerns  to 
live  together.  For  the  privilege  of  living 
in  small,  self-governing  situations,  each 
group  must  create  a service  of  interest 
or  benefit  to  the  College  community. 

The  three  groups  and  the  service 
projects  they  each  plan  are: 

• ‘The  Epicurean  Batch”  will 
conduct  programs  focused  on  healthy 
eating,  nutrition,  and  fitness.  They  plan 
to  produce  a cookbook  for  the  College 
community,  conduct  cooking 
demonstrations  in  the  residence  halls, 
offer  a recipe-of-the-month  in  the 
college  newspaper  and  a local  paper, 
and  present  an  aerobics  and  fitness 
show  on  ECTV,  the  college  television 
station. 

• The  Athletes  for  Alcohol 
Awareness”  will  promote  non-alcoholic 
social  activities  and  increase  attendance 
at  home  intercollegiate  athletic  events. 
Their  plans  include  holding  non- 
alcoholic socials  and  sponsoring  a 
college-wide  Superstar  Competition  — 
a year-long  sports  and  games 
competition  between  student  teams. 

• The  goal  of  “SMACC:  Students 
Making  A Cleaner  Community”  is  to 
increase  campus  awareness  of 
environmental  issues.  The  group  plans 
to  adopt  a two-mile  stretch  of  road  in 
Elizabethtown  and  clean  it  of  litter  and 
debris  at  least  four  times  a year.  They 
also  plan  to  organize  on-campus 
cleanups  and  to  create  a water 


conservation  program  on  campus. 

Director  of  Residence  Life  John  R. 
Saddlemire  hopes  the  Student  Directed 
Learning  Communities  plan  “succeeds 
in  really  tying  student  activities  to 
campus  life  and  gives  students  more 
freedom  in  creating  the  kind  of  living 
environment  they  want.” 

The  first  groups  of  SDLC  students 
will  live  in  off-campus,  college-owned 
housing  — Green  Gables,  The  Rose 
Garden,  and  the  former  International 
House  on  Mt.  Joy  Street. 

Saddlemire  says  the  purpose  of  the 
housing  option  is  to  stress  student 
independence.  Resident  Assistants 
(RAs  - students  who  are  liaisons 
between  resident  students  and  the 
Residence  Life  Office)  will  not  reside  in 
the  SDLC  units.  Saddlemire  feels 
“students  who  apply  to  participate  in  a 
SDLC  unit  are  showing  they  don’t  need 
the  help  or  assistance  of  an  RA.” 


Each  SDLC  unit  must  have  a faculty 
advisor.  The  advisors,  Saddlemire 
notes,  “should  help  the  students  by- 
providing  ideas,  information,  and  a 
different  perspective  for  certain  topics. 
They  should  not  be  thought  of  as 
disciplinarians  or  house  parents. 

“Students  have  responded  to  the 
SDLCs  in  a very  positive  way,” 
Saddlemire  says.  “We  were  pleased  so 
many  students  submitted  SDLC 
proposals.  Regretfully,  we  had  to  limit 
the  number  of  SDLCs  to  only  three  in 
the  first  year.”  ■

own  destiny,”  Judge  Ida  K.  Chen  told  319  graduates  at  the 
89th  Commencement  on  May  23  in  The  Dell. 

She  is  a judge  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of 
Philadelphia  County. 

Judge  Chen  noted  that  years  from  now,  most  people  will  not 
remember  who  spoke  at  the  Class  of  1992’s  graduation  - but 
they  will  recall  easily  it  was  a very  hot  day.  It  was,  indeed. 
Temperatures  soared  into  the  low  90s,  causing  many  to  seek 
relief  in  the  shade  of  the  stately  trees 
surrounding  The  Dell.  Parents  and  guests 
consumed  about  180  gallons  of  water. 

She  advised  the  seniors  before  an 
audience  of  3,000  parents,  families,  and 
friends  that  “We  expect  you  to  speak  up  so 
that  you  can  be  heard,  and  to  stand  up  so  that 
you  can  be  seen.”  She  challenged  the  graduates  to  “not  wait  for 
history  to  unfold  itself,  but  empower  yourself  and  write  your 
own  history.” 

Chen  told  the  class,  “We  expect  you  to  find  a cure  for  the 
AIDS  virus,  to  build  houses  for  the  homeless,  to  clean  up  the 
environment,  and  to  eradicate  discrimination  and  injustice.” 

An  extra  treat  at  the  ceremony  was  the  performance  on 
piano  by  Professor  Otis  I).  Kitchen  of  an  original  composition 
he  wrote,  “Musical  Impressions  on  the  Quest  for  Freedom.” 

He  described  the  piece  as  “his  cultural  response  to  the 
quest  for  freedom  by  the  disenfranchised  of  the  world.”  The 
piece  expressed  hope,  frustration,  and  courage.  Kitchen  was 
the  College’s  Outstanding  Teacher  for  1991-92. 


Class  president  Herbert  W.  Nix,  Jr.,  announced  that  the 
Class  of  1992  had  raised  a class  gift  of  $10,000  to  build  a new 
“Elizabethtown  College”  sign  at  the  corner  of  College  Avenue 
and  Mt.  Joy  Street.  The  sign  will  be  a memorial  to  three 
classmates:  Gary  Lloyd,  David  Salmon,  and  David  Snyder.

Last  week,  I was  panic- 
stricken  with  the  idea  that  folks  expected  me  to 
deliver  a memorable  speech.  In  a casual  survey  which  I 
conducted  recently,  it  turns  out  that  87%  of  all  graduating 
seniors  cannot  recall  what  their  commencement  speaker 
said,  although  they  do  remember  what  the  weather  was  like. 
With  today’s  weather,  it  doesn’t  matter  what  I say! 

To  the  parents  of  the  graduates  of  1992, 1 congratulate 
you!  You  have  fulfilled  your  duty  in  bringing  life  into  this 
world,  and  rendering  and  sustaining  support  with  great 
devotion  and  sacrifice,  not  to  mention  all  the  tuition  bills  you 
paid.  As  parents,  I know  you  have  great  expectations  for  your 
sons’  and  daughters’  happiness.  Let  me  guess:  at  the  very 
least,  you  expect  them  to  get  their  gear  out  of  the  garage, 
move  out  of  the  house,  and  get  a real  job  by  the  end  of  the 
summer! 

To  the  esteemed  and  honorable  professors,  the 
administrators,  and  support  staff,  I congratulate  you  on 
graduating  yet  another  class  of  educated  individuals.  I know 
that  you  expect  them  to  transform  their  knowledge  into 
action.  As  professional  educators  and  scholars,  you  have 
fulfilled  your  responsibility  to  motivate  and  cultivate  these 
student  minds  and  bodies.

America  so  that  we  could  receive  a superior  American 
education.  After  all  you  hear  - the  heaping  criticism  about 
the  American  education  system  - have  you  ever  noticed  that 
foreign  students  all  over  the  world  still  come  to  America?  We 
still  deliver  a superior  American  education! 

To  the  graduates  of  the  class  of  1992: 1 ask  you  simply 
this  question  - and  this  will  be  the  last  multiple-choice 
question  that  will  be  imposed  on  you  - what  do  you  expect 
this  glorious  degree  will  bring  you,  this  baccalaureate  which 
is  your  crown  of  laurel?  (A)  Prestige;  (B)  Respect;  (C)  Power; 
(D)  Wealth;  or,  in  the  tradition  set  by  the  authors  of  the  SAT, 
and  in  the  spirit  of  the  1990’s,  many  of  us  would  be  tempted 
to  check  off  (E)  All  of  the  above. 

The  first  thing  I would  advise  you  to  do  is  burn  your 
degree!  With  all  due  respect  to  the  president  and  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  I only  mean  that  figuratively.  Do  not 
attempt  to  go  through  life  on  your  degree  or  class  standing, 
because  the  people  in  the  world  will  not  stand  for  that.  It  is 
your  deeds  and  your  degree  that  will  bring  you  distinction. 
Today,  we  face  many  problems  - throughout  America,  not 
just  in  Los  Angeles.  When  you  listen  to  the  Presidential 
candidates  and  the  media,  it  sounds  like  it’s  open  season  on 
the  American  family.  As  proud  graduates  of  Elizabethtown 
College,  whether  you  like  it  or  not,  you  are  now  part  of  the 
elite  in  America.  When  the  ceremonies  and  the  celebrations 
cease,  you  may  reflect  what  it  really  means  to  be  an  educated 
citizen  in  this  democracy. 

Your  education  is  a compelling  vehicle  for  self- 
empowerment, and  with  this  empowerment  you  will  be  able 
to  change  America  and  control  your  own  destiny.  We  expect 
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you  to  speak  up  so  that  you  can  be  heard,  and  to  stand  up  so 
that  you  can  be  seen.  And  yes,  we  expect  you  to  find  a cure 
for  the  AIDS  virus,  to  build  houses  for  the  homeless,  to  clean 
up  the  environment,  and  to  eradicate  discrimination  and 
injustice. 

I grew  up  in  a very  comfortable  and  cordial  community  in 
the  suburbs  of  Philadelphia,  where  my  family  and  1 were  the 
only  Chinese  Americans.  It  never  dawned  on  me  what  the 
ethnic  mix  in  my  neighborhood  was  until  last  week.  Rabbi 
Goldberg  complimented  me  by  disclosing  to  me  that  I was 
the  only  Asian-American  that  he  had  ever  met  who  knew  all 
the  words  to  Hava  Nagilah. 

So,  for  those  of  you  who  perceive  yourselves  as 
minorities,  or  who  have  ever  been  treated  as  a minority  in 
your  respective  community,  may  I share  a thought  with  you? 
“Never  permit  your  grievances  to  overshadow  your 
opportunities!”  I wish  I had  written  that  line,  but  that  is  from 
Booker  T.  Washington  at  the  opening  of  the  Cotton  State’s 
International  Exposition  in  Atlanta,  Georgia  in  1895. 

Class  of  1992, 1 envy  you,  because  the  next  fifty  years  are 
going  to  be  the  most  glorious  and  exciting  - or  the  most 
disastrous  - in  the  history  of  the  world.  If  you  expected  the 
rest  of  us  to  let  you  sit  around  and  gaze  at  your  perfectly 
framed  degree,  you  were  wrong! 

In  closing,  I say  to  all  of  you,  graduates  and  fellow 
Americans,  do  not  wait  for  history  to  unfold  itself,  but 
empower  yourself  and  write  your  own  history.  Victory  to  the 
class  of  1992.  ■

Ernest  Lefever  has  spent  his  life  working  for  peace,  freedom,  and 

justice.  When  pushed  to  describe  himself,  he  admits  to  being  a morally 
concerned  realist. 

Equipped  with  a Bachelor  of  Arts  degree  from  Elizabethtown  College,  a 
Bachelor  of  Divinity  degree  from  Yale,  and  a Ph.D.  in  Christian  Social  Ethics, 
also  from  Yale,  he  has,  for  five  decades,  influenced  thinking  on  domestic  and 
foreign  policy  issues  in  this  country. 

He  served  as  a specialist  in  international  affairs  at  the  National  Council  of 
Churches,  on  the  foreign  policy  staff  of  Senator  Hubert  Humphrey,  as  a senior 
fellow  for  foreign  policy  studies  at  the  Brookings  Institution,  and  as  the 
founding  president  and  now  senior  fellow  of  the  Ethics  and  Public  Policy 
Center  in  Washington,  D.C. 


In  a recent  article  in  the  Philadelphia  Inquirer , Courtroom 
Three,  where  Judge  Chen  presides,  was  described  as  a 
place  where  stories  unfold  like  television  dramas.  In  Family 
Court,  Judge  Chen  hears  of  tangled  relationships,  abuse, 
disillusionment,  and  hate.  The  article  concluded  that  adversar- 
ies often  walk  out  of  the  courtroom  side  by  side. 

Such  is  the  power  of  Judge  Chen’s  patience  to  listen,  to 
apply  reason  and  fairness,  and  to  be  compassionate  in  easing 
human  pain  — something  she  normally  does  40  times  a day, 
five  days  a week. 

In  the  five  years  Judge  Chen  has  sat  on  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  Philadelphia  County,  she  has  affirmed  the 
values  of  peace,  justice,  and  human  dignity,  values  that  are 
fundamental  to  the  very  foundation  of  this  College.  She  unites 
the  divided,  brings  hope  to  the  hopeless,  and  rekindles  love 
where  love  is  turning  to  ashes. 

She  understands  the  people  who  come  before  her,  for  she 
is  very  much  a part  of  the  community  she  serves.  She  believes 
deeply  in  being  actively  involved  in  the  Philadelphia 
community.  She  is  part  of  the  Southeast  Asian  Mutual 
Assistance  Associations  Coalition,  the  Philadelphia  Volun- 
teers for  Indigent  People,  The  Free  Library,  and  many  other 
organizations  and  agencies.  Her  entire  legal  career  is 
illuminated  by  her  pro  bono  service  to  the  indigent  and  needy. 
Judge  Ida  Chen  has  embraced  the  American  Ideal,  and.

in  so  doing,  has  given  living  testimony  to  this  country’s  belief 
in  the  inherent  value  of  human  worth  as  embodied  in  the 
Constitution  and  Bill  of  Rights.  She  epitomizes,  both 
professionally  and  personally,  the  power  of  unselfish  service 
in  lifting  the  lives  of  others.

Her  work  is  an  exploration  of  the  experiences  of  people  of 
color  throughout  the  world.  It  reflects  her  process  of  image 
gathering,  in  both  abstract  and  figurative  forms.  It  is  powered 
by  the  stream  of  African-American  music,  particularly 
spirituals  and  gospel  currents.  These  sources  help  her  bring 
to  her  canvasses  a vital  history  of  crossings,  with  tenacity, 
promise,  deliverance,  healing,  and  dreams. 

Malkia  Roberts  has  returned  to  Washington  to  continue 
painting,  teaching,  and  lecturing  on  African  and  African- 
American  art.  In  honoring  her,  this  degree  becomes  a tether 
that  keeps  her  always  close  to  Elizabethtown  College,  where 
she  is  much  admired  and  respected  as  a special  person.  ■

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Minding  our  P’s  & Q’s 

Whether  it’s  a pill  or  a college  education , better  quality  standards  are  best.

A quality  product  or  service  is 
one  that  consistently  meets  or 
exceeds  customer  expecta- 
tions. This  often  leads  customers  to  say 
of  quality,  ‘I  know  it  when  I see  it’. 

My  company,  Eli  Lilly  & Co., 
manufactures  pharmaceutical  products. 
How  can  a customer  be  sure  that  one  of 
these  products  has  high  quality?  Since 
one  pill  looks  pretty  much  the  same  as 
the  next,  it  may  be  difficult  to  tell  by 
visual  inspection.  In  fact,  the  quality  of  a 
pharmaceutical  product  is  based  in 
large  part  on  an  extensive  and  lengthy 
research  and  development  process 
which  establishes  its  safety  and 
efficacy. 

As  customers,  we  must  be  able  to 
depend  on  a developing  company’s 
research  data  and  ethics.  We  must  also 
be  able  to  depend  on  the  thoroughness 
of  the  review  of  these  data  by  the  Food 
and  Drug  Administration  before 
product  approval  is  granted. 

From  a more  general  perspective, 
there  are  positive  trends  in  the  overall 
philosophy  of  quality  in  the  United 
States.  We  are  moving  away  from  the 
view  that  the  detection  of  defects 
through  inspection  is  the  primary  goal 
and,  instead,  are  focusing  on  the 
prevention  of  defects.  This  is  achieved 
through  statistical  process  control  and 
by  designing  simpler  and  more  rugged 
processes. 

One  compelling  advantage  created 
by  this  newer  approach  is  a synergy 
between  quality  improvement  and 
productivity.  By  preventing  defects,  we 
avoid  spending  valuable  resources  on 
making  scrap  material  and  spending 
even  more  resources  on  sorting  it  out. 


By  making  our  processes  simpler  and 
more  rugged,  we  can  operate  more 
efficiently  and  at  lower  cost. 

The  quality  methods  used  to 
achieve  statistical  process  control  and 
process  simplification  require  that  both 
workers  and  management  be  able  to 
gather  and  analyze  data  as  a basis  for 
making  decisions.  This  results  in  an 
increased  need  for  math  literacy  for 
both  of  these  groups. 

The  positive  experiences  of 
companies  who  have  adopted  these 
quality  methods  indicates  that  they  can 
indeed  be  successfully  implemented  in 
the  United  States. 

Quality  topics  are  relevant  to  a 
college  or  university  in  two  ways: 

(1)  as  a potential  element  of  its 
curriculum,  and 

(2)  to  be  used  to  improve  the 
manner  in  which  the  academic 
institution  itself  is  run. 

Since  quality  has  an  effect  on  our 
individual  lives  as  consumers,  on  our 
collective  efforts  as  employees,  on  our

trade  balance  and  world  stature  as  a 
nation,  surely  it  deserves  a considerable 
amount  of  discussion  in  a liberal  arts 
education.  Quality  topics  are  relevant 
not  only  to  mathematics,  industrial 
engineering,  and  management 
sciences,  but  also  to  a wide  range  of 
other  fields,  including  philosophy, 
political  science,  economics  and  the 
physical  sciences. 

Of  course  one  way  to  effectively 
educate  students  about  the  usefulness 
of  modern  quality  methods  is  by 
example.  I definitely  found  my  own 
education  at  Elizabethtown  College  to 
have  excellent  quality  and  to  provide  a 
solid  foundation  for  my  graduate 
studies. 

And  yet,  no  matter  how  good  we 
are,  there  is  always  room  for 
improvement.  Quality  improvement 
methods  can  be  applied  to:  what  is 
taught,  how  it  is  taught,  dorms,  dining 
rooms,  class  schedules,  registration 
processes,  administration,  financial  aid, 
bookstores,  mail  delivery,  etc. 

A few  colleges  and  universities  are 
already  beginning  to  explore  how 
quality  improvement  methods  can  be 
used  to  improve  their  academic 
institutions. 

Some  individuals  and  institutions 
prefer  to  rest  on  their  laurels,  by  citing 
the  common  adage,  ‘If  it  ain’t  broke, 
don’t  fix  it’.  However,  the  rewards  can 
be  substantial  for  those  who  instead 
choose  to  devote  their  efforts  to  the 
pursuit  of  quality  improvement.  ■

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A View  of  the  Court

he  thought  of  the  court 
taking  away  a fundamen- 
tal  right  is  something  I 
find  very  disturbing,”  says  John  M. 

West  70,  of  the  current  national 
controversy  over  whether  or  not  the 
1973  Roe  v.  Wade  Supreme  Court 
decision,  declaring  the  right  to  an 
abortion  legal,  is  a “good”  law. 

West,  an  attorney  in  Washington, 
D.C.,  says,  “I  have  a lot  of  reason  to 
believe  the  court  will  overrule  Roe  v. 
Wade.  If  this  happens,  it  will  be  the 
first  time  in  the  history  of  our  country 
that  the  Court  will  take  something 
acknowledged  as  a fundamental  right 
and  say  that  it  is  no  longer  a 
fundamental  right.” 

West  finds  it  upsetting  that  “our 
rights  are  being  diminished  simply 
because  of  a change  in  the  Court’s 
personnel  to  a predominantly 
conservative  persuasion. 

“A  decision  such  as  Roe  v.  Wade 
calls  into  question  the  Court’s 
legitimacy  in  a way,  because  the 
members  are  elected  for  a life  term,” 
West  says.  ‘The  reason  we  believe  the 
Supreme  Court  is  legitimate  is  that  the 
justices  are  supposed  to  be  politically 
neutral  and  their  decisions  are  based  on 
where  their  legal  reasoning  leads 
them.” 

West  practices  law  with  the 
Washington  firm  of  Bredhoff  and 
Kaiser,  which  specializes  in 
representing  labor  unions.  He  began 
his  legal  career  as  law  clerk  to  Supreme 
Court  Justice  William  J.  Brennan,  Jr. 
from  1988  to  1989. 

West  says  he  is  of  “two  minds”  on 
the  process  by  which  Supreme  Court 


Justice  nominees  are  “put  on  trial”  by 
the  press. 

On  one  hand,  he  feels  that  since 
nominees  are  being  put  on  the  Court 
for  a life  term,  “it’s  important  they  be 
publicly  scrutinized.”  On  the  other 
hand,  he  says,  “A  lot  of  Senators,  based 
on  their  own  constitutional  views,  are 
not  willing  politically  to  oppose  the 
nominee,  so  they  feel  a need  to  dig  up 
dirt  on  them.” 

Complicating  the  process,  he  feels, 
is  the  fact  that  presidents  consider 
political  ideologies  when  appointing  a 
judge.  “For  that  reason,  there  must  be 
room  for  the  Senate  to  disapprove  the 
nomination  of  the  president,  to  make  it 
more  likely  that  the  person  nominated 
is  both  legally  and  jurisdictionally  right

for  the  job.  It  would  seem  perfectly 
legitimate  to  me  if  the  Democratic 
majority  in  the  Senate  voted  against  a 
presidential  nominee  for  the  Court.” 

West  attended  law  school  after  a 
decade  of  teaching  political 
science  at  Colorado  College.  He  had 
been  thinking  about  entering  law 
school  for  a number  of  years,  and  says, 
jokingly,  “I  decided  that  I better  do  it 
before  I got  any  older. 

“I  did  it  for  the  career  opportunities 
it  would  bring  up  and  the  challenge  it 
offered,”  he  says.  “I  looked  forward  to 
the  academically  rigorous  experience 
law  school  offered.” 

At  the  University  of  Michigan 
School  of  Law,  West  graduated  first  in 
his  class  and  was  editor-in-chief  of  the 
law  review,  supervising  a staff  of  80. 

He  offers  a general  explanation  of 
how  law  school  works.  He  says,  ‘The 
method  of  thinking  in  law  school  is  to 
be  able  to  take  a piece  of  legislation, 
think  through  it,  analyze  it  in  a critical 
way,  and  then  to  make  sense  of  it  so 
that  it  applies  to  the  matter  at  hand.” 

West  believes,  “Classical  liberal 
arts  education,  such  as  that  offered  at 
Elizabethtown,  is  the  best  thing  that 
can  prepare  you  for  law  school. 

“Law  schools  don’t  really  care  what 
you  majored  in  at  college.  It’s  most 
important  to  have  written  and  oral 
communication  skills  and  a strong 
background  in  writing,  analyzing,  and 
application.”  ■

An  82-unit  Comfort  Inn  will  be  built  at 
the  Route  283-Cloverleaf  Road

1992-93  Tuition  Set 

College  costs  are  rising  at  a slower  pace 
— including  at  Elizabethtown. 

In  February,  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
approved  a tentative  operating  budget 
for  1992-93  of  $28,000,000.  The  new 
budget  is  only  3.7  percent  higher  than 
the  current  budget. 

The  new  spending  plan  reflects 
$300,000  in  administrative  cost 
reductions  and  a $600,000  increase  in 
student  financial  aid  allocations. 

To  fund  the  budget,  the  compre- 
hensive fee  will  rise  6.7  per  cent  from 
the  current  rate  of  $15,600  to  $16,650. 
The  charges  break  down  to  $12,200  for 
tuition,  $4,100  for  room  and  board,  and 
$350  for  the  student  service  fee. 

The  College  will  spend 
approximately  $5  million  of  its  funds 
next  year  for  student  financial  aid. 
Overall,  students  will  receive  nearly  $11 
million  in  financial  help  from  private 
and  public  sources. 

ECTV  Goes  Full-time 

ECTV,  the  student-run  television 
channel  at  Elizabethtown  College, 


became  a full-scale,  community-access 
educational  station  on  February  15. 

The  station  telecasts  24  hours  a 
day,  seven  days  a week  on  Channel  40 
of  the  Warner  Cable  Communications 
system  that  serves  approximately 
13,000  households  in  the  Columbia- 
Marietta-Elizabethtown  area. 

Educational  and  public  service 
programs,  including  a community 
calendar  of  events  that  is  updated  daily, 
are  scheduled. 

‘The  channel  is  planned  as  a 
community  asset,”  said  Dr.  Neil 
Dominas,  assistant  professor  of 
communications  and  advisor  to  the 
station.  “We  expect  that  community 
organizations  such  as  schools, 
governmental  and  civic  groups,  and 
churches  will  become  involved  in 
developing  and  sponsoring  programs  of 
general  interest  to  people  throughout 


the  northwestern  sector  of  Fancaster 
County.” 

For  six  years,  Elizabethtown 
students  have  produced  a weekly 
documentary  TV  show,  Talk  of  the 
Towns,”  that  has  been  carried  on 
Warner’s  Channel  8 community  access 
station. 

The  operation  of  ECTV  is  part  of 
the  instructional  program  of  the 
Department  of  Communications. 
Students  also  operate  WWEC-FM,  a 
100-watt  educational  FM  radio  station 
that  broadcasts  at  88.3  MHz  daily.  From 
9 a.m.  to  2 p.m.  weekdays,  the  station 
carries  live  broadcasts  produced  by  the 
British  Broadcasting  Corporation 
(BBC). 

The  TV  program  listings  feature 
shows  on  the  arts,  the  environment, 
contemporary  issues,  and  the  national 
space  effort.  The  station  also  carries

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Book  Review 

Refugee  Ministry  in  the  Local  Congregation 
by  J.  Ronald  Mummert  ’63,  with  Jeff  Bach. 

Scottdale,  Pa.,  Herald  Press,  1992,  116  pp.

Compassion  empowers  the  soul.  This 
could  be  the  subtitle  to  J.  Ronald 
Mummert’ s heart-stirring  book.  Refugee 
Ministry  in  the  Local  Congregation.  The 
spirit  of  the  writing  is  well  within  the  Anabaptist-Pietist 
tradition.  Having  been  sojourners  and  strangers,  these 
peaceful  people  have  reached  out  to  others  in  need  as  a 
witness  to  common  humanity  and  to  the  enrichment  of  their 
own  spiritual  life. 

The  motive  is  uncomplicated.  “Every  ministry  of 
compassion,  especially  to  ‘the  least,’  is  a ministry  to  the 
Messiah.”  Christ  is  among  the  refugees.  Making  reference  to 
Andre  Trochme’s  ministry  to  refugee  Jews  during  World  War 
II,  the  pure  intent  is  not  to  convert  the  refugee,  but  simply  to 
love. 

With  the  assistance  of  Jeff  Bach,  also  a Bethany 
Seminary  graduate,  the  account  is  told  of  a congregation 
Mummert  served  for  five  years,  the  Antelope  Park  Church  of 
the  Brethren,  in  Lincoln,  Nebraska,  and  its  ministry  to 
refugees,  most  recently,  Cambodian.  It  is  the  personal  names 
and  stories  in  this  communal  setting  which  gives  the  book  its 
poignancy  and  inspiration. 

Yet,  from  these  particular  experiences,  Mummert 
extracts  principles  of  ministry  applicable  on  a more  societal 
basis.  It  is  the  story  of  Many  Kim  which  opens  the  book  and 
empathetically  carries  the  reader  from  the  war-ravaged 
region  of  southeast  Asia  to  sanctuary  in  a Christian 
community  of  the  United  States. 

Following  the  placement  of  refugee  ministry  in  its 
contemporary  context,  a biblical  framework  for  such  ministry 
is  developed.  This  is  one  of  the  stronger  chapters,  rich  in  Old 
and  New  Testament  allusions  to  mercy  for  those  who  seek 
asylum  and  who  are  in  need.  Such  a thematic  focus  releases 
enormous  energies  for  service. 

The  book  closes  with  three  chapters  on  how  to  bring  the 
refugee  through  the  three  stages  of  transition:  Entry, 
Assimilation,  and  Accommodation.  Here,  the  emphasis  is 
upon  the  needs  of  the  refugee  in  the  web  of  new  community. 
Also  noteworthy  is  the  bibliography,  mainly  of  publications 
within  the  last  decade,  a wealth  of  reading  for  anyone 
concerned  about  refugee  work. 

Though  the  writing  originated  as  a dissertation  project,  it 
is  very  usable  at  the  lay  level.  I would  recommend  it  for  study 
groups  and  those  congregations  anticipating  refugee  asylum. 
The  book  does  well  in  identifying  the  problem. 
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Possibly  with  deliberate  purpose,  Mummert  does  not  go 
very  far  into  an  analysis  of  what  political  forces  and 
configurations  create  refugees.  It  would  seem,  however,  we 
have  not  only  the  biblical  admonition  to  care  for  the  refugee, 
but  equally  the  obligation  to  confront  those  policies,  even 
those  of  our  own  country,  which  tear  up  societies  and  drive 
“the  least  of  these,  my  sisters  and  brothers,”  into  exile. 

May  these  words  spoken  by  a Cambodian  refugee  to  the 
Christian  community  draw  you  further  into  this  humanizing 
work:  ‘“We  offer  our  appreciation  to  all  of  you  for  reaching 
out  in  love  to  a people  you  didn’t  have  any  reason  to  love, 
other  than  Christ  in  your  hearts.’” 

Or,  in  Mummert’ s words,  “Refugees  need  the  anchor  of 
human  care.”  ■

This  World,  A Journal  of  Religion  and 
Public  Life  is  now  being  published  annu- 
ally by  the  Institute  for  Business  and 
Society  at  Elizabethtown  College.  The 
national  publication  was  previously 
published  by  the  Rockford  Institute  in 
Illinois. 

Paul  Gottfried,  professor  of  humanities 
at  Elizabethtown  and  a former  senior 
editor  of  The  World  and  I , is  the  editor-in-chief. 

Gottfried  said  the  journal  is  regarded  as  “one  of 
America’s  premier  magazines  of  religious,  political,  and 
social  commentary.”  He  noted  the  “association  of 
Elizabethtown  College  with  the  Church  of  the  Brethren  and, 
more  recently,  with  Anabaptist  scholarship  provides  an 
obvious  link  to  our  magazine’s  abiding  interest  in  religious 
questions  and  theology.” 

Gottfried  added  that  “the  involvement  of  the  Institute  for 
Business  and  Society  is  likewise  important,  given  its  search 
for  a common  ground  between  the  academic  and  business 
communities.  The  Institute  is  vitally  interested  in  the  moral 
foundations  necessary  for  a commercial  society.” 

The  theme  of  the  Winter  1992  issue  is  Democracy  in 
Theory  and  Practice.  Featured,  among  others,  in  this  issue 
are  Jacob  Neusner,  author  of  more  than  200  books  on 
Judaica,  the  early  church,  and  the  ancient  Near  East,  who 
was  the  speaker  at  Elizabethtown’s  1991  Convocation,  and 
Robert  P.  Wheelersburg,  assistant  professor  of  anthropology 
at  Elizabethtown. 

Gottfried  expects  the  journal  to  have  a national 
circulation  of  more  than  2,000  subscribers.  It  costs  $7.50  and

Matteo  Publishes  Book 

A book  on  the  philosophical  vision  of 
Joseph  Marechal  written  by  Anthony 
M.  Matteo,  associate  professor  of 
philosophy,  has  been  published  by  the 
Northern  Illinois  University  Press. 

Marechal  (1878-1944),  one  of  the 
twentieth  century’s  most  influential 
philosophers  in  the  revival  of  the 
thought  of  St.  Thomas  of  Aquinas,  is 
best  known  for  his  five-volume  magnum 
opus,  Le  Point  de  Depart  de  la 
Metaphysique.  In  his  writings,  Marechal 
argues  that  the  quest  for  God,  the 
absolute  being,  must  be  understood  as 
the  ultimate  animating  force  behind  all 
intellectual  striving. 

Matteo’s  book  is  the  first  full-length 
study  of  Marechal’s  philosophy  to 
appear  in  English. 

Moore  Writes  Book  on 
Zambian  Press 

Dr.  Robert  C.  Moore,  chair  of  the 
Department  of  Communications,  has 
written  a book  on  the  state  of  the  press 
in  the  African  nation  of  Zambia. 

The  book,  The  Political  Reality  of 
Freedom  of  the  Press  in  Zambia , was 
published  in  June  by  University  Press 
of  America,  Lanham,  Md. 

Moore  spent  a year  in  Zambia  in 
1990-91  as  a Fulbright  Scholar.  His 
study  is  a follow-up  to  The  Press  in 
Zambia,  a well-known  report  by  Francis 
Kasoma  published  about  10  years  ago. 

In  the  158-page  book,  Moore 
examines  the  ideological,  practical  and 
political  considerations  of  the  Zambian 
press  as  the  nation  moves  to  a 
democratic  state.

The  three-level,  24,000-square  foot  addition  is  located  between  the 
current  center  and  Brinser  Residence  Hall.  It  will  contain  a multi-purpose  “great’’ 
hall  for  social  and  recreational  activities,  the  student-run  Act  31  Night  Club, 
lounges,  the  Jay’s  Nest  snack  bar,  a kitchen,  and  a convenience  store.  Also,  a 
game  room,  meeting  rooms,  a student-run  pub  serving  non-alcoholic  beverages,  a 
physical  fitness  area,  a recreational  arts  and  crafts  area,  and  storage.

Of  1685

Next  to  the  Bible,  the  Martyrs’  Mirror  is  the  most 

significant  book  in  shaping  the  identity  of  Anabaptist 
groups. 

‘The  Martyrs’  Mirror  of  1685”  is  a 1,290-page  book  which 
records  the  drama  of  thousands  of  Anabaptists  who  were 
tortured  and  killed  for  their  faith  in  16th  and  17th  century 
Europe. 

Written  by  Tieleman  van  Braght,  the  book  is  illustrated  with 
104  etchings  that  Jan  Luyken  made  to  visually  show  the  faith  and 
commitment  of  the  Martyrs. 

For  two  months,  the  stories  of  the  Martyrs  were  vividly 
displayed  in  a powerful  exhibit  at  the  Young  Center  for  the  Study 
of  Anabaptist  and  Pietist  Groups  on  campus.  Many  of  the  50,  six- 
foot  panels  featured  detailed  enlargements  of  Luyken’s  etchings. 
Some  of  these  appear  on  this  page. 

Only  30  of  the  104  copper  plate  etchings  have  been 
discovered.  Several  were  part  of  the  display,  “The  Mirror  of  the 
Martyrs.” 

Robert  S.  Kreider,  an  historian  who  co-wrote  a book  on  The 
Mirror  of  the  Martyrs  in  1990,  created  the  exhibit,  which  is  on 
tour  throughout  the  eastern  half  of  the  United  States. 

Kreider  is  professor  emeritus  of  history  at  Bethel  College  in 
Kansas,  a director  of  the  Mennonite  History  Library  at  the 
college,  and  a former  president  of  Blufffon  College  in  Ohio.

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Courtyard  Honoring  Founders  Dedicated 


Anew  courtyard  on  a knoll 

overlooking  the  center  of  the 
campus  was  dedicated  on 
Saturday,  April  25,  in  tribute  to  the 
founders  and  leaders  of  the  College  for 
nine  decades. 

The  20x40-foot  area  is  known  as  the 
Alpha  Courtyard.  It  includes  fieldstone 
walls  at  both  ends  and  a water  fountain 
at  the  center. 

Prominently  featured  seated  on  one 
wall  is  a life-sized  bronze  sculpture  of 
Jacob  Gottwals  Francis,  a minister  of 
the  Church  of  the  Brethren  who  in  1898 
conceived  the  idea  for  establishing  a 
college  east  of  the  Susquehanna  River 
sponsored  by  the  Church. 

Inlaid  in  the  brick  base  of  the 
courtyard  are  black  granite  stones  in 
which  are  engraved  the  names  and 
dates  of  service  of  the  nine  chairmen  of 
the  Board  of  Trustees  and  12  presidents 
of  Elizabethtown  College. 

“The  courtyard  is  a fitting  tribute  to 
the  faith  and  vision  of  the  Reverend 
Francis  and  other  Church  leaders  who, 
in  establishing  Elizabethtown  College, 
sought  to  unite  the  world  of  work  with 
the  world  of  the  spirit  as  they  sought  to 
educate  young  people  for  service,”  said 
President  Gerhard  E.  Spiegler.  “It  is 
also  an  appropriate  way  to  honor  those 
who  have  served  as  chairmen  of  the 
board  and  as  presidents  for  their  able 
leadership  for  nine  decades.” 

Friends  of  the  College  are  contribut- 
ing funds  for  the  courtyard  in 
anticipation  of  the  100th  anniversary  in 
seven  years  of  the  founding  of  Elizabe- 
thtown College  in  1899. 

In  1898,  Francis  believed  that  the 
Church  needed  a college  in  eastern

Pennsylvania.  He  traveled  by  bicycle 
throughout  the  area  and  in  Delaware 
and  the  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland 
meeting  with  Church  elders  and 
promoting  sentiment  for  a Brethren 
school  of  higher  education.  As  he  was  a 
photographer  at  the  time,  as  well  as  a 
free  minister,  he  photographed  Church 
of  the  Brethren  meetinghouses  as  he 
traveled  from  town  to  town. 

The  sculpture  of  J.  G.  Francis  was 
crafted  by  Snell  Johnson,  Sr.,  of 
Scottsdale,  Ariz.  It  includes  replicas  of 
his  camera  and  bicycle. 

Prior  to  the  unveiling  of  the 
sculpture,  more  than  130  people, 
including  members  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  who  were  on  campus  for  their 
spring  board  meeting,  viewed  a multi- 
media  presentation  on  the  life  and 
times  of  J.  G.  Francis,  his  vision  for  a 
college,  and  the  historic  events  leading 
to  the  founding  of  Elizabethtown.  The

30-minute  presentation  is  titled,  “How  It 
All  Began:  Recollections  of  J.  G. 
Francis.” 

Francis’  daughter,  Monica  Francis 
Messick  of  Anchorage,  Alaska,  unveiled 
the  sculpture.  About  20  members  of  the 
Francis  family,  including  children, 
grandchildren,  and  great-grand- 
children, attended  the  event. 

Francis  was  born  in  Oaks,  Mont- 
gomery County,  Pennsylvania,  in  1870. 
He  lived  in  Lebanon  with  his  wife,  Mary 
F.  Zug,  from  1902  until  their  deaths  in 
1958.  J.  G.  and  Mary  raised  six  children. 
He  served  the  Church  as  a free  minister 
in  Lebanon  from  1902  to  1920,  while 
earning  his  living  as  a house  painter. 

In  addition  to  his  instrumental  role 


in  the  founding  of  Elizabethtown 
College,  Francis  also  helped  found  the 
Brethren  Historical  Society.  He  was 
intensely  interested  in  history  and 
wrote  extensively  on  historical  and 
genealogical  topics. 

During  the  dedication  ceremony, 
Wayne  A.  Nicarry,  chairman  of  the 
College’s  Board  of  Trustees, 
encouraged  the  students  of  today  to 
read  and  to  take  to  heart  the  final 
sentence  on  one  of  the  plaques  within 

the  courtyard: 

As  J.  G.  Francis  acted  on  his 
idea  and  Elizabethtown  College  was 
founded,  you  may  act  on  your  idea 
and  make  a contribution  in  your 
time  as  well.  ■

Alumni  Credential 
Records  Policy 

For  practical  and  space  reasons,  the 
College’s  policy  with  regard  to 
maintaining  employment  credentials 
for  alumni  is  being  revised  as  of 
September  1,  1992. 

As  of  that  date,  the  policy  will 
be: 

All  files  will  be  maintained  for  a 
period  of  five  (5)  years,  from  the  last 
date  that  credentials  were  released. 
However,  an  alumnus  or  alumna 
may  reactivate  a file  by  updating  the 
credential  file  within  this  five  (5) 
year  period  and  by  signing  a 
Credential  File  Update  Authorization 
form. 

Any  alumnus  or  alumna  who 
wishes  to  have  his  or  her 
credential  file  maintained  must 
notify  Beverly  Piscitelli,  director, 
Personal  and  Career  Counseling 
Services,  in  writing  by 
September  1,  1992. 

The  files  of  individuals  who  do 
not  make  this  request  will  be 
destroyed. 

This  policy  does  not  affect  the 
ability  of  an  individual  to  request  a 
transcript  of  his  or  her  academic 
record.  It  largely  pertains  to  letters 
of  reference.

Every  Sunday  morning,  as 
parishioners  filed  into  the 
sanctuary  of  Armbrust 
Wesleyan  Church  in  Armbrust,  Pa., 
their  ears  were  filled  with  the  musical 
talents  of  Genevieve  Jeffrey ’31.  The 
same  thing  happened  last  October  6th, 
but  with  one  difference  — it  was  her 
last  Sunday  morning  performance. 

After  64  years,  80-year  old 
Genevieve  Jeffrey  is  retired  from 
service  as  pianist  for  the  congregation. 
She  performed  morning  and  evening 
services,  played  for  the  choir  in  the 
church  and  on  the  road,  and  performed 
at  well  over  200  weddings.

family  in  every  aspect  of  her  life,”  said 
Brenda  Snedden,  the  church’s  director 
of  music. 

A special  Sunday  evening  service 
was  held  in  her  honor  on  October  27, 
and  a dinner  was  given  in  her  honor  by 
the  church’s  choir  at  a nearby  inn  four 
days  later. 

“She  is  a wonderful  pianist,” 
Snedden  said,  “and  we  were  blessed  to 
have  her  in  our  congregation.” 

In  her  retirement,  Miss  Jeffrey 
intends  to  devote  more  time  to  her 
hobbies  — sewing,  reading,  and 
traveling.  She  also  plans  to  continue 
being  active  in  her  church  and  in  the 
Triple  Teen  Club,  a church-sponsored 
senior  citizen  group  of  which  she  is 
president. 

Of  the  service  she  gives  to  her 
church  and  her  faith,  she  modestly 


says,  “I  may  not  have  much  ability,  but  I 
am  faithful.”

Janet  Trimmer  ’56

After  completing  three  and  a half 
decades  of  giving  back  to  the 
community  in  which  she  has  lived 
all  her  life,  Janet  M.  Trimmer  ’56  has 
retired.  She  taught  social  studies  for  35 
years  in  the  New  Holland  area  schools, 
teaching  at  Garden  Spot  High  School 
since  it  opened. 

“New  Holland  is  my  home,”  she  says. 
Since  graduating  with  her  class  of  37 
students  from  New  Holland  High  School 
in  1952,  she  has  only  left  the  rural 
Lancaster  County  town  to  earn  an 
undergraduate  degree  from  Elizabethtown 
College,  to  earn  a master’s  degree  at  Penn 
State  during  summer  sessions,  and  to 
travel. 

“I’ve  enjoyed  New  Holland,  but  I’m 
thankful  I have  been  able  to  travel.  It’s 
important  to  get  out  and  see  other  places, 
because  then  it’s  fun  to  come  back  to  a 
small  place.” 

Her  travels  include  trips  to  most  of  the 
United  States,  primarily  the  West,  and  also 
to  Russia,  South  and  East  Africa,  Europe, 
the  Caribbean,  the  Middle  East  and 
French  Polynesia. 

Her  New  Holland  roots  are  deep.  Her 
parents  owned  Trimmer’s  Department 
Store,  which  was  located  for  50  years  on 
Main  Street.  Described  as  a variety  store, 
residents  could  buy  anything  from  window 
shades  to  groceries. 

She  worked  in  her  parents  store,  “as 
soon  as  I could  scoop  ice  cream.”  She  was 
born  at  home  in  the  residence  next  door. 
When  her  father  sold  the  store  in 


1976,  she  kept  the  old  coffee  grinder  in 
which  she  got  her  hand  stuck  as  a child. 

She  regrets  that  the  store  building  was 
torn  down,  because  she  feels  the  structure 
had  “a  lot  of  possibilities  — a lot  of  history.” 

She  objects  to  the  loss  of  historic  sites. 
“We  are  prone  to  tear  down  history.  I think 
that  some  of  these  builders,  who  just  want 
the  money,  are  destroying  some  of  the 
quaintness  of  the  town.” 

“I’m  not  against  change,”  she  says.  She 
feels  that  recent  repairs  of  Main  Street  were 
essential  as  were  the  additions  to  the  town’s 
park. 

“We  have  a nice  mix  of  agriculture  and 
business  in  New  Holland,”  says  Trimmer. 
She  speaks  of  people  who  came  to  New 
Holland  as  tourists  who  chose  to  come  back 
and  stay. 

With  all  the  new  people  though,  she 
regrets  that  she  doesn’t  know  some  of  her 
neighbors.  ■

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He  Made  the 
U.S.  Olympic 
Ski  Team’s 
Boots

Ted  Dissinger  71  is  an  athletic 
guy.  He  used  to  be  a fairly 
decent  semi-pro  baseball  player, 
coming  out  of  Lebanon  (Pa.)  High 
School,  playing  for  four  years  on  the 
Elizabethtown  College  squad,  and  then 
trying  out  in  the  Cincinnati  Reds 
organization.  He  played  with  the  likes 
of  Bobby  Engle,  a Toronto  Blue  Jays 
scout,  and  Gene  Garber  ’69,  the  former 
Atlanta  Brave  relief  pitcher,  before  an 
injury  cut  his  career  short. 

Today,  Ted  is  general  manager  of 
the  Richland  Shoe  Company  in 
Womelsdorf,  Pa.  where  he  carries  his 
athletic  spirit  and  drive  over  into  his 
work. 

In  February,  he  was  smiling  from 
ear  to  ear  during  the  opening 
ceremonies  for  the  Winter  Olympics  in 
Albertville,  France,  when  the  members 
of  the  United  States  Ski  Team  entered 
the  stadium — all  sporting  western 
work-style  boots  which  he  and  his  staff 
at  Richland  developed. 

The  boot  developed  from  an  idea 
Dissinger  had  about  carrying  footwear 
into  the  current  craze  for  pre-worn 
clothing.  “I  got  to  thinking  about  the 
blue  jeans  with  the  pre-worn  look  and 
the  bomber  jackets,  and  said,  “Why  not 
footwear?” 

Dissinger’s  Richland  Shoe  and  its 
parent  company,  H.H.  Brown  of  New 
York,  are  genuine  “U.S.  Made”  shoe

manufacturers,  so  Ted  went  right  to  the 
source  — the  leather  makers  — to 
start.  He  worked  with  the  Seidel 
Tanning  Company  of  Milwaukee, 
Wisconsin,  to  develop  a leather  for  the 
boot  called  “Future.”  It  is  heavily 
milled,  with  no  finish  at  all.  It  is  only 
finished  at  the  end  of  the  production 
line  when  the  boots  are  waxed  and 
burnished  in  the  Richland  shop  before 
going  in  a box. 

What  you  end  up  with  is  a brand 
new,  sturdy  work  boot  that  looks  like 
you  have  worn  it  for  about  six  months. 
The  boot,  called  the  Roughhide,  is 
finished  in  a burnished  light  brown.  It 
carries  the  U.S.  Ski  Team  logo 
embossed  on  the  inside  quarterlining  of 
the  boot  and  burned  into  the  bottom  of 
the  sole. 

The  boot  also  has  a worn  look 
around  the  edge  of  the  sole  and  the 
heel.  The  leather,  which  is  water- 
proofed, is  lined  with  a water  resistant 
material  called  “Scuba.” 

Dissinger  received  the  good  word 
that  the  U.S.  Ski  Team  had  selected  the 
Roughhide  boot  in  November.  Richland 
began  making  195  pairs  and  soon 
shipped  them  to  the  ski  team’s  Salt 
Lake  City  headquarters. 

Competition  to  make  the  team’s 
clothing  items  was  stiff,  Dissinger 


relates,  as  the  publicity  generated  for 
any  of  the  products  chosen  is  fantastic. 
Ski  team  members  become 
spokespersons  for  the  products. 

H.H.  Brown  introduced  the  boot  in 
the  February,  1992,  Gentlemen’s 
Quarterly , announcing  a 1,200-pair 
collector’s  edition  of  the  boots  for  the 
Olympic  Series  Program,  with  each  pair 
being  numbered,  1 to  1,200,  as  collector 
items.  The  issue  quickly  sold  out. 

Ted  Dissinger  is  still  a competitive 
guy  — he  arrived  for  his  interview 
following  a basketball  workout  at 
Hershey  High  gym  — and  he  has 
managed  to  transfer  that  competitive 
spirit  to  his  team  at  Richland  Shoe.  He 
gives  full  credit  to  his  colleagues  for 
developing  the  boot  for  the  ski  team. 

His  enthusiasm  and  teamwork  has  no 
doubt  helped  Ted  in  his  rise  to  general 
manager  of  the  firm  in  1988.  He  joined 
Richland  in  1971  as  personnel  manager, 
and  then  became  industrial  engineer, 
purchasing  agent,  and  national  sales 
manager.  ■

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A Gallery  of 
Custom  Wood 
Artwork

Lester  Merkey  ’62  and  Suzanne 
Merkey’s  19-year  dream  finally 
came  true  last  July  when  they 
opened  their  own  gallery  — The  Wood 
Sprite,  on  South  Washington  St.,  in 
Gettysburg,  Pa.  It  is  where  Lester 
displays  his  custom  wood  artwork. 

For  years,  Merkey  has  exhibited, 
sold,  and  won  awards  in  Pennsylvania 
for  his  natural  wood  art  pieces  and 
marqueteries  displays. 

He  explained  that  marqueteries 
consist  of  inlaid  work,  using  thin  pieces 
of  fine  woods  of  different  colors, 
arranged  on  a backboard  so  as  to  form 
various  patterns. 

They  are  designed  to  preserve  the 
' freedom  and  flow  of  natural  wood 
patterns,  making  each  piece  one-of-a- 
kind. 

The  woods  Merkey  uses  range 
from  maples,  mahoganies,  black 
walnut,  cherry,  and  poplar  to  exotic 
woods  from  Africa. 

Other  unique  items  found  at  The 
Wood  Sprite  gallery  include: 

•Wooden  banks  with  metal 
combination  fronts  from  old  mailbox 
slots; 

•honey  locust  wooden  bowls  made 
from  a process  known  as  “wood 
turning”; 

•framed  collages  of  “found  items”; 
•wooden  birds  on  a mounted  cedar 
stump;

•lathe  art;  and 

•custom  made  items  that  include 
colorful  designs  in  laminated  wall 
hangings,  cabinet  doors,  countertops, 
and  many  other  one-of-a-kind  art  works. 

Merkey  will  provide  natural  wood 
paneling,  contemporary  cabinets  in 
natural  woods,  accented  room  dividers, 
and  custom  made  items  for  a yard  or 
patio  for  customers  who  want  to 
redesign  or  redefine  their  homes. 

He  also  designs  shelves,  units,  and 
bookcases  to  fit  any  space.  He  and 
Suzanne,  who  is  an  artist,  also  offer 
advice  on  color  coordination  and 
provide  accessories  to  match. 

Merkey  is  a carpenter.  He  designed 
and  created  more  than  80  percent  of  the 
items  displayed  in  the  gallery. 

He  completed  his  formal  education 
at  Yale  University  and  the  Graduate 
School  of  Arts  and  Sciences  at  Duke 
University.  He  spent  two  years  of  study 
and  travel  in  eastern  and  western 
Europe. 


He  works  from  his  architectural 
drawings  and  uses  a scroll  saw  to  cut 
the  shapes  and  designs  used  for  his 
projects. 

Suzanne  explained  that  all  of  the 
items  are  done  in  natural  colors  of  the 
woods.  “We  don’t  stain  them  because 
they  have  such  beautiful  original 
colors,”  she  said. 

The  Merkeys  are  originally  from 
the  Lebanon  area  and  lived  in 
Gettsyburg  in  1972  when  Merkey  was 
employed  as  a contractor. 

After  moving  back  to  Lebanon, 
they  held  the  dream  of  one  day  opening 
a studio  in  the  Gettysburg  area  to 
properly  house  Merkey’s  artwork  and 
explore  their  creative  interests. 

Today,  the  Merkey’s  reside  in 
Gettysburg.  The  Wood  Sprite  is  the 
dream  that  finally  came  true  for  them.

It  was  eminently  right  that,  late  last 
fall,  Marilyn  Fox  ’66  should  receive 
an  award  for  “outstanding  and 
dedicated  service  on  behalf  of  excep- 
tional students”  in  Montgomery  County 
schools. 

A special  education  teacher  and 
administrator,  she  has  been  giving  such 
service  in  the  county’s  Intermediate 
Unit  (I.U.)  for  the  past  23  years.  She 
received  the  Cynthia  B.  Welder  Award 
of  the  I.U.,  named  in  honor  of  a woman 
who  was  an  innovative  educator  in 
special  education.

In  her  role  as  a consultant  and 
trainer,  Fox  is  in  contact  with  school 
districts  throughout  Montgomery 
County  as  they  phase  in  these  ISTs.

“That’s  where  I knew  I wanted  to 
do  more  that  just  that,”  she  says,  “1 
knew  I wanted  to  get  involved  with  the 
whole  child  and  not  just  be  a specialist 
in  one  area.” 

Fox  says  there  were  no  teachers  in 
her  family  that  led  to  her  interest  in 
education.  “I  was  just  a farm  girl,”  she 
notes.  “In  fact,  I was  the  first  one  in  our 
family  to  graduate  from  college.” 

Asked  why  she  was  attracted  to 
special  education,  she  recalls  that  when 
she  was  attending  school  there  was  no 
provision  for  students  with  special 
needs. 

“We  had  children  with  all  kinds  of 
special  needs  in  the  regular  classroom,” 
she  remembers.  “I  was  aware  that  they 
had  trouble  fitting  in  and  I saw  it  was  a 
problem.” 

On  the  behavior  aspect  of  special 
education,  Fox  says:  “The  important 
thing  is  to  get  to  know  the  child’s  ability 
to  communicate  feelings.  You  must 
determine  if  this  is  a child  with  low  self- 
esteem and  discover  ways  to  help  the 
youngster  develop  a good  self  image.” 

She  adds,  “That’s  crucial.  If  children 
can  learn  about  themselves  and 
learn  where  they  fit  in  they  can  deal 
with  other  people.” 

One  of  Fox’s  other  abiding 
interests  is  competitive  sports. 

“In  high  school  and  college,"  she 
says,  “I  competed  in  field  hockey, 
basketball,  softball,  tennis  and 
swimming.” 

She’s  still  competing.  “I  love 
squash,”  she  notes,  “1  play  it 
competitively.  I’m  a member  of 
Gwynedd  Racquet  Club  in  North  Wales. 
I also  enjoy  tennis  and  swimming  and 
I’ve  become  a runner.”  ■

Alumnus  Profile 

A Diplomat  on 
the  Telephone

Unannounced,  unsung  and 

unknown,  a taxi  dispatcher  — 
with  the  staccato  of  drivers 
and  customers  in  his  ears  — surely  has 
to  be  tied  to  the  nerve  ends  of  a city. 
Even  before  the  crack  of  day  and  the 
sinking  of  the  moon,  he’s  with  it. 

“I  even  beat  the  milkman  outta 
bed,”  said  Rod  S.  Panian  72,  dispatcher 
at  Penn  Harris  Taxi,  1139  Mulberry  St., 
Harrisburg.  “But  that  doesn’t  bother 
me.  Not  yet,  anyway.  Maybe 
somewhere  down  the  road.  How  about 
that  — down  the  road?”  He  laughed. 

The  taxi  business  can  be  fast  or 
slow,  but  always  competitive.  The 
dispatcher  has  no  game  plan.  He 
literally  plays  it  by  ear  — all  the  way. 

“You  don’t  know  how  it’s  going  to 
go,”  Panian  said.  “Things  can  be  slow, 
maybe  dead  still,  and  then  for  some 
reason  bang,  it  starts.  We  have  to  know 
where  our  drivers  are.” 

“A  driver  picks  up  his  passenger, 
and  you  have  to  know  where  he’s  going 
so  you  can  line  up  the  driver’s  next  trip. 
Say,  if  a customer  is  out  in  Lower 
Paxton,  then  you’d  like  to  send  a driver 
who  might  be  nearby  rather  than  have 
one  going  out  there  from  Shipoke.” 

That,  added  Panian,  is  the  secret  of 
a taxi  company’s  success.  “You  try  to 
keep  each  cab  full  and  moving.” 

“Rod  is  one  of  the  best,”  put  in 
Tony  Rembisz,  a driver,  waiting  for  his 
cab’s  gas  tank  to  be  filled.  “He’s  like  the 
commander  of  a fleet.  He’s  got  to  know 
where  his  ships  are.” 


“Hey,  let’s  not  make  a big  deal 
outta  this,”  snapped  Panian.  “I’m  not  a 
doctor  or  lawyer  or  a guy  running  for 
Congress.  I work  for  a paycheck  and  I 
don’t  mind  doing  this.” 

“He’s  an  educated  man,”  Rembisz 
said,  smiling  and  shaking  his  head.  “As 
most  of  us  are.  But  Rod  can  rap  with 
you  on  any  subject.  That  makes  the  day 
go  better.” 

The  telephone  stayed  alive  during 
the  conversation.  Requests,  directions 
and  maybe  harried  words  from  a 
customer  wanting  to  know,  “Where’s 
my  cab?  You  said  10  minutes  and  that 
was  15  minutes  ago.” 

The  dispatcher  turns  into  a 
diplomat.  In  a nice  way,  he  indicates  the 
customer  should,  momentarily,  cool  it. 
“You  have  to  cultivate  that  skill,”  said 
Panian. 

In  a front  office  the  size  of  a couple 
of  shoe  boxes,  Panian  plies  his  trade.  A 
man  of  moderate  — but  slightly  portly 
— build,  graying  and  with  ice-blue 
shades  on,  Panian  is  the  picture  of  cool. 
In  a calling  that  could  induce  nail-biting, 
tremors,  and  sighs  of  exasperation,  he 
plays  the  phone  and  talk  box  like  they 
were  a violin  for  each  hand. 

“You  can’t  let  it  get  to  you,”  he  said. 


“Even  if  eight  hours  in  here  is  like  1,000 
somewhere  else.  But  I like  it.  I’d  rather 
do  this  than  drive.” 

Panian  used  to  be  a schoolteacher. 
He  attended  the  University  of  Michigan 
for  two  years,  then  finished  at 
Elizabethtown  College.  He  taught  in 
the  Wilmington,  Del.,  public  schools. 

Why  did  he  leave  the  blackboard, 
the  textbooks  and  the  row  after  row  of 
young,  bright  inquiring  minds? 

“Parents,”  he  answered  quickly.  “I 
found  it  hard  to  deal  with  parents.  Most 
are  fine,  but  there  are  those  who  think 
they  and  their  kids  are  never  wrong." 

Albert  J.  Magaro,  operator  and  an 
owner  of  Penn  Harris,  rates  Panian  as 
“certainly  one  of  the  better  dispatchers 
we’ve  had  over  the  years.  He’s  not 
rowdy.  And  he’s  courteous,  despite  the 
fact  that  you  have  to  sometimes  take  a 
lot  of  Oak.  It’s  a tough  job,  no  doubt 
about  that.  But  Rod  can  hang  in  there.” 

Panian,  laughing,  said,  “Yeah,  it 
takes  fortitude.  To  dispatch  means  to 
do  that.  Don’t  chew  the  fat.  Dispatch.”

On  Rug  Designs 


Hornafius,  who  taught  for  three  years  at 
Elizabethtown  College.  “You 
understand  folk  art  because  you  live 
here  all  your  life.” 

In  her  book,  Hornafius  explains 
how  texture,  pattern,  color,  shape,  and 
directional  hooking  can  produce  an 
antique  look.  She  also  provides 
instructions  on  how  to  design,  dye,  and 
hook  a rug. 

“If  you  understand  how  to  work 
with  color  and  how  directional  hooking 
affects  your  work,  and  if  you  know 
about  motifs  and  patterns,  then  yon  can 
put  a rug  together  without  any 
problem,”  says  Hornafius,  a resident  of 
Elizabethtown. 

Hornafius’  rug  making  is  like  a 
mini-factory  line.  She  not  only  designs 
the  rugs  but  dyes  the  wool  with  some 
natural  dyes  like  onion  skins,  walnuts, 
goldenrod,  and  marigolds.  She  cuts  the 
wool  into  1 /4-inch  strips  which  are

hooked  onto  angus  burlap. 

“For  most  people,  it  takes  three 
months,  but  I’m  like  a machine,”  says 
Hornafius.  “I  just  pop  along  because  I 
know  what  I’m  doing.” 

Hornafius  has  hooked  more  than 
1,000  rugs  in  the  last  10  years. 

Many  of  her  designs  contain 
animals,  flowers  or  houses  in  muted 
shades  of  pink,  blue,  green,  and  gold. 

Three  of  Hornafius’  designs  were 
recently  sold  to  a New  York  company 
for  mass  reproduction,  something  she 
is  very  excited  about.  She  says  she 
plans  to  pursue  her  designing  with 
emphasis  on  custom  work  and 
teaching. 

“I  expect  hook  rugs  will  catch  on 
like  needlepoint,”  she  says.  ■

Pat  Hornafius  ’53  claims  she’s  a 
lucky  woman. 

In  1982,  she  started  hooking 
traditional  country  rugs  to  sell  in  New 
York  City.  The  country  look  was  just 
catching  on  at  that  time,  she  says. 

Her  timing  couldn’t  have  been 
better.  She  sold  rugs,  including  one  to 
the  Museum  of  American  Folk  Art  in 
New  York  City. 

“They  liked  the  Pennsylvania 
Dutch  look,”  she  says.  “It’s  just  gaining 
prominence;  rug  hooking  has  always 
been  in  Lancaster  County,  but  it’s 
catching  on  in  the  United  States.” 

Now,  10  years  later,  Hornafius  is 
sharing  her  love  of  rug  hooking  in  her 
first  book,  “Country  Rugs,  How  to 
Design  and  Hook  Traditional  Wool 
Rugs  and  Hangings.”  Other  rug 
hooking  books  tell  about  the  craft  and 
how  to  do  it,  but  no  other  books  talk 
about  design,  she  says. 

Stackpole  Books  approached  her 
about  writing  the  book  after  seeing  her 
designs  in  Early  American  Life  and  Rug 
Hooking  magazines.  For  the  past  five 
years,  she  has  written  a rug  hooking 
column  for  Early  American  Life. 

There  is  a need  for  a rug  hooking 
book  that  has  “concise,  clear  direction,” 
“Country  Rugs”  fits  the  bill.  The  208- 
page  book  includes  patterns  and  color 
plans  for  13  projects. 

Hornafius  says  writing  the  book 
was  easy  because  of  her  background  as 
an  art  teacher.  She  taught  in  the  Lower 
Dauphin  School  District  for  12  years. 

“First,  I’m  an  artist  and  secondly 
I’ve  lived  here  all  of  my  life,”  says 
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problems  and  solutions  associated 
with  the  development  of  shopping 
centers,  office  buildings,  and  raw 
land.  He  runs  a business  consulting 
firm  in  Lock  Haven,  Pa.

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A Big  League  Dream  Comes

Like  many  people,  I had  a childhood 
dream  of  playing  baseball  in  the 
Major  Leagues. 

But,  during  my  Junior  year  at 
Elizabethtown,  I realized  that  this  was 
just  a boyish  fantasy.  So,  I thought  of 
the  fortunes  of  another  former 
Elizabethtown  student,  Ross  Vecchio 
’85,  whom  1 had  met  during  my 
freshman  year. 

He  was  working  for  the 
Philadelphia  Phillies’  minor  league 
baseball  team  in  Clearwater,  as 
assistant  general  manager. 

He  explained  to  me  that  my  dream 
did  not  have  to  end  with  my  playing 
days.  Through  perseverance  and  hard  w 
work,  he  said,  a job  in  professional  £ 

baseball  could  be  very  rewarding.  He  f 
was  correct.  f 

I skipped  all  of  my  classes  to  see 
the  Baltimore  Orioles  beat  the  Boston 
Red  Sox  in  the  opening  game  of  the 
1989  season.  The  enthusiasm  of  that 
day  further  sparked  my  interest  to  be 
part  of  major  league  baseball.  I had  to 
be  a part  of  the  excitement. 

A month  before  graduating  from 
Elizabethtown,  I had  no  plans  other 
than  attending  as  many  baseball  games 
as  possible.  For  the  first  week  after 
graduation,  I went  to  four  games.  I was 
unemployed  and  spending  my 
graduation  riches  on  baseball  tickets! 

During  that  fourth  game,  I filled  out 
an  application  to  become  an  usher.  The 
next  day,  I received  a phone  call  from  a 
secretary  telling  me  to  show  up  that 
night,  prepared  to  work.  That  was  the 
night  I began  to  fulfill  my  childhood 
dream.  I was  employed  by  the 
Baltimore  Orioles. 

A week  after  receiving  my  diploma, 

I was  being  paid  to  attend  every  Orioles 


home  game  and  had  the  chance  to  meet 
the  players  of  that  magical  1989 
Baltimore  team. 

The  Orioles’  dream  of  winning  the 
pennant  faded  during  their  last 
weekend  in  Toronto.  My  dream, 
however,  was  still  alive.  When  the  1990 
baseball  season  began,  1 had  expanded 
responsibilities,  including  escorting 
dignitaries  and  guests  of  the  owners  to 
the  skyboxes.  Every  night  I met  a new 
celebrity,  political  personality,  movie 
star,  rock  star,  or  Hall-of-Fame  football 
player,  such  as  John  Unitas  and  Art 
Donovan. 

A memorable  experience  occurred 
during  the  first  time  President  Bush 
attended  a game  in  1990.  A secret 
service  agent  locked  me  in  an  office 
closet  as  the  President  was  ushered 
through  the  hallway.  That  was  not  the 
way  I had  planned  my  first  encounter 


with  the  President! 

By  the  end  of  July,  I was  • 
supervising  a staff  of  ushers.  I was 
moving  up  in  the  big  leagues! 

I was  also  meeting  interesting 
people.  Later  that  1990  season,  Joan 
Jett,  the  self-confessed  lover  of  rock-n- 
roll,  attended  an  Orioles  game  one 
warm  August  night.  She  was  horn  in 
nearby  Silver  Spring  and  is  a big 
Orioles  fan.  I was  asked  to  drive  her  to 
her  hotel  in  downtown  Baltimore.  So, 
off  we  went — Joan,  her  manager,  and 
me.  We  reminisced  about  our  favorite 
Orioles  memories.  She  is  truly  a down- 
to-earth  fan. 

Before  the  season  ended,  I was 
working  for  the  team  owner  in  his 
skybox.  Running  errands  and  greeting 
his  guests  became  my  nightly  routine. 

I also  began  serving  as  his  driver  on 
several  occasions,  and  did  the  same 
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task  for  botli  the  president  and  the 
general  manager,  as  well. 

The  Orioles’  slogan  for  ’91  was  “A 
Season  to  Remember.”  Still,  it  was 
evident  from  the  start  that  most  of  the 
season  would  be  worth  forgetting.  The 
team  suffered  from  injuries  and 
inconsistent  play  on  their  way  to  a sixth 
place  finish. 

For  me,  it  was  definitely  a season  to 
remember.  I began  the  year  working 
full-time  in  the  ticket  office  as  an 
accounts  processor  and  customer 
service  representative. 

Being  that  1991  was  the  37th  and 
final  season  for  the  Orioles  in  Memorial 
Stadium,  the  office  operated  at  a 
feverish  pace.  On  a normal  day,  I 
fielded  an  average  of  250  questions 
ranging  from,  “What  is  Cal  Ripken’s 
fielding  percentage?”  to,  “What  is  the 
best  bar  within  walking  distance  of  the 
stadium?”  Providing  information  for 
the  fans  was  my  job. 

I was  soon  promoted  to  usher  super 
visor — supervising  a staff  of  30  game 
employees,  ushers,  escalator  operators, 
and  restroom  attendants  in  the  rowdiest 
of  all  sections,  the  left  field  bleachers.  I 
began  to  think  I was  an  RA  again  in 
Ober  Hall. 

As  a supervisor,  I was  also 
responsible  for  overseeing  the  lounge 
where  the  families  of  the  players 
gathered.  Here,  I met  and  interacted 
with  both  the  players  and  their  families, 
who  provided  insights  into  the  real  lives 
of  the  players. 

Over  time,  I became  the  personal 
housekeeper  for  Joe  Orsulak’s  son, 
fondly  known  as  “Little  Joey.”  He  was  a 
walking,  sometimes  stumbling  tornado, 
who  could  demolish  a room  in  five 
minutes.  Often,  I took  “Little  Joey”  into 
the  Orioles  clubhouse  to  find  his 
father — mom’s  way  of  saying  it  was 
time  to  leave!  Just  as  often,  I returned 
Joey  to  mom  with  a message  from  dad, 
‘Tell  her  I’m  still  working  out.” 

My  memories  of  1991  are  not 
dreams.  I shook  the  hand  of  Kevin 
Costner;  witnessed  a no-hitter  by 


Mike  Murtha  and  the  Orioles’  mascot. 


Wilson  Alvarez  of  the  Chicago  White 
Sox;  and  ate  Thanksgiving  dinner  with 
Frank  Robinson  and  my  boss,  the 
former  running  back  for  the  Dallas 
Cowboys,  Calvin  Hill. 

The  one  memory  I cherish  the 
most  is  the  last  day  ceremonies  in 
Memorial  Stadium.  The  emotions 
experienced  by  those  in  attendance 
ranged  from  sadness  to  joy  to  anxiety 
about  the  beginning  of  a new  era  in 


Orioles  baseball. 

The  new  era  began  in  April  in  the 
Orioles’  new  home,  Oriole  Park  at 
Camden  Yards.  This  new  48,000-seat 
facility  combines  a traditional  and  old- 
fashioned  atmosphere  with  all  of  the 
amenities  of  the  most  modern  stadium. 

In  1992, 1 will  be  the  concierge  of 
the  Club  Level — 78  luxury  skyboxes 
and  more  than  4,000  club  box  seats.  I 
will  oversee  a staff  of  15  workers  and 
make  sure  the  skybox  owners  are 
comfortable  and  happy. 

With  the  1,000  foot-long  B&O 
Railroad  Warehouse  shadowing  the 
entire  stadium  complex.  Oriole  Park 
promises  to  afford  those  who  attend 
games  baseball  memories  to  cherish  for 
years.  Baltimore,  as  many  know,  is  the 
birthplace  of  Babe  Ruth.  His  home  and 
family  saloon  were  located  in  what  is 
now  center  field  of  the  new  ballpark. 

As  for  myself,  I hope  that  most  of 
my  fondest  baseball  memories  lie  in  the 
future.  I would  like  to  take  a step  up 
the  baseball  ladder  by  taking  a step 
down  to  the  minor  leagues.  I’d  like  to 
be  a general  manager  of  a minor-league 
organization.  ■

MAC  Reorganized 

The  Middle  Atlantic  States  Collegiate 
Athletic  Conference  (MAC)  will  have  a 
different  look  starting  with  the  1993-94 
seasons.  The  current  26-college 
conference,  organized  into  Northern 
and  Southern  Divisions,  will  become 
two,  eight-team  leagues  a year  from 
now. 

Elizabethtown  College  will  compete 
as  part  of  the  Commonwealth  League, 
with  Albright  College,  Juniata  College, 
Lebanon  Valley  College,  Messiah 
College,  Moravian  College, 
Susquehanna  University,  and  Widener 
University. 

The  other  eight-team  league,  the 
Freedom  League,  will  be  comprised  of 
Delaware  Valley  College,  Drew 
University,  Farleigh  Dickinson 
University-Madison,  King’s  College, 
University  of  Scranton,  Upsala  College, 
Wilkes  University,  and  Lycoming 
College. 

The  new  alignment  was  needed 
after  10  member  colleges  of  the  MAC 
South  opted  in  April  to  leave  the  MAC 
to  form  the  Centennial  Conference. 
Eight  of  the  colleges  have  been 
competing  in  football  as  the  Centennial 
Football  Conference  since  1982. 

The  Centennial  Conference 
colleges  are  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College,  Dickinson  College,  Haverford 
College,  Swarthmore  College,  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  Ursinus  College, 
Western  Maryland  College, 

Muhlenberg  College,  Gettysburg 
College,  Washington  College,  and  Bryn 
Mawr  College. 

The  26-college  MAC  has  been  the 
oldest  and  largest  Division  III 
conference  holding  associate 
membership  in  the  National  Collegiate 
Athletic  Association.  Originated  in 
1912  as  a loose  confederation  of 
colleges,  the  MAC  was  unified  into  an 
active  playing  conference  in  1952.
